PROHIBITION, 
CONVENTION AT BLOOMINGTON. 
Special Dispaich to The Ciscaco Tribune. 

BLoomineton, Ill, Aug. 9.—The State 
Prohibition Convention, called for the pur- 
pose of nominating a State ticket, selecting 
a State Committee, and electing delegates to 
the Nationa! Prohibition Convention, which 
is to be held in Chicago two weeks hence, 
met here this morning. According to the 
basis of representation agreed upon there 
should have been 672 delegates in the body, 
but when it was called to order about 10 a. 
wn. by A. V. Hutchins, of Chicago, there were 
not more than one-fourth that number—in- 
cluding ladies and local sympathizers—in 
Washingtonian Hall. Prayer was offered by 
the Rev. O. W.. Holmes, of Du 
Page County, who asked Omnipotence for 
spiritual direction, and reminded the Al- 
mighty that He had pronounced a curse on 
the mingzlers of strong drinks, and had driven 
His ancient people, the Jews, into captivity 
because of their indulgence in strong drink 
and because they had made a covenant with 
death. He thanked God for the echoes of 
prohibition victories in other States, and 
hoped that tne people of Lilinvis might un- 
der Divine guidance soon achieve like re- 
sults. 

A LIST OF OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES 
had been prepared in advance, and Mr. 
Hutchins nominated for temporary Chair- 
man Mr. C, C. Campbell, of Ottawa. There 
was no opposition, and Mr. Campbell took 
thechair. He proved to be a small man 
physically, possessed of a bald head, a pair 
of spectacles, and a determination to shove 
business along. 

A delegate nominated for temporary Sec- 
retary Mr. A. F. Smith, of Lincoln, and the 
motion prevailed. Mr. Smith is the editor 
of a small Prohibition daily published in 
Lincein.

The comwmittees retired for consultation, 
and. the Chair asked ghe pleasure of the con- 
vention with regard to business. 

A delegate suggested that, in the absence 
of the committees, the convention should 
hear from , 

JOHN B. FINCH, OF NEBRASKA. 

The resolution was enthusiastically carned 
and Mr. Finch took the platform, and was 
received with applause. Heis a young man 
of pleasing address and good delivery, and 
he plunged at once into his subject. 

Mr. Finch said that, as he understood it, 
they had not met as total abstainers, but had 
assembled to take steps toward the attain- 
ment of legislation looking to the total 
prohibition of the sale of _  intoxicat- 
ing liquors in TIllinois. They ‘had 
nothing to do with its consumption, 
the question of personal abstinence not com- 
ing before them, but they wanted to prohibit 
its manufacture and sale. L[llinois had a law 
absolufely prohibiting the sale of rotten beef, 
and Nebraska had a law prohibiting the sale 
of skimmed milk, or milk from which certain 
ingredients had been subtracted; Dut.these 
laws would not prevent men from éating the 
one or drinking the other—if they could get 
them. The prohibition applied to the sale, 
and it was sought to likewise prohibit the 
sale of intoxicating liquor. 

THE QUESTION OF TOTAL ABSTINENCE 
had no more to do with the action of the Pro- 
hibitionists as a political organization than 
the question of immersion or sprinkling had 
todo with a Republican convention. The 
prohibition constitutional amendment in 
lowa had been carried by the votes of men 
who drank wine and beer, and could not 
have been carried without their votes. 

In Nebraska, Mr. Finch said, the Prohibi- 


tionists sought to arraign the great power of . 


the State against the liquor trade anid to out- 
law it. He was and always had been a Dem- 
ocrat. This.conveution had come together 
to talk over a political question. The Gov- 
ernment had a right to suppress any trade— 
the dry goods or any other—if it de- 
bauched the morality of the people and 
filled the almshouses, jails, and “ere gga args ee 
If the Government had net that right the 
sooner they gota new one the better. The 
idea that this was not a political movement 
was absurd. There was not an institution in 
the country, the common schools and the 
churches included, but was a political insti- 
tution, for if all power was inherent in the 
people, as had been declared, anything which 
touched the welfare of the people must bea 
political question. 
: MORMONISM. 


Referring to Mormonism for an example, 
the speaker said that the people who were op- 
posed to the curse of polygamy were willing 
to take away all powers of government and 
to outiaw Mormons for practicing it. They 
wererigbt, But vile and wretched as Mor- 
monism was it had remained for men outside 
the Mormon Church to plant the grog-shop 
in Utah and to bring the house of death with 


it. 

Passing to the Iowa prohibition movement, 
Mr. Finch said that the vote of the people 
simply meanta trial by jury of the liquor 
quesiion on its merits and its record. Hedid 
not believe the liquor-men of L[ilinois could 
afford to refuse this trial. An innocent man 
accused of crime courted investigation, and 
the liquor trade had forieighty years been ar- 
raigned for its crimes. lt was charged with 
causing more than three-fourths of gill the 
crime in the country, with crowding? aims- 
houses and penitentiaries, and with stuffing 
vallot-boxes and corrupting voters, and it 
should answer to the charge. Lf afraid to 
stand the trial before the peuple it should be 
held guilty. Yet here was a great issue 
swee across the Nation for years, and 
the dominant political party in Lilinois

Responding to a suggestion from a Bour- 
bon Democrat near the platform, Mr, Finch 
said that Mr. Hendricks, of Indiana, had not 
dared to declare that the mop had not the

He then continued his argument to 
show that new conditions requi new leg- 
islation, and that the framers of the Constitu- 
tion had provided for its peaceable growth 
and amendment. All this had been left to 
the people, and all the Prohibitionists asked

ple bad a t to amend the 
organic law. ({Applause.j] He repeated that 
he was a Democrat, born reared a bitter 
partisan, and that he wouki continue with 
that party in bis own State if they would de- 
clare for prohibition.

Mr. Finch said it was no use to talk about 
electing coercive temperanee men on the Re- 
publican or any other party platform. Sup- 
pose a Prohibitionist was elected to the LIli- 
nois Legislature. Well, the Senatorial fight

was coming, and they were talking of elect- 
ing Green B. Raum—Green Brandy Rum, as 
the speaker had heard him called. That 


Probibitionist member of the Legislature 
would be bound by the aetion of his party 
caucns, and if the caueus said Raum he 
would have to vote tor him because he was 
electett by Republican votes. To step 
out from under the eaucus decision 
was to commit political suicide. 
In Nebraska the Prohibitionists were going 
g0 nominate men for every office from Con- 
stables to State officers. A man was not 
worth atig for political pirposes until he 
stopped ask what result! his action would 
have on the o S polio parties. 

At this point the speaker ¢reated 

A DECIDED SENSATION 

by stating that a Presbyterian minister had 
told him that a Republican State official, 
holding high office and residing not more 
than a thousand miles from Bloomington 
had said to him (the mipgister) “I would 
rather have every dwelling-bouse in Lilinois 
a grog-shop than to see the Republican party 
beaten in [itinois.”’ 

The audience cried ‘*‘ Shafhe” at this, and 
after a moment there were cries of * Name 
him.”’ 

~F will name him,” said Mr. Finch; “it is 
Mr. Hamilton. My informant is the pastor 
of the First Presbyterian Church at Spring- 
field.” 


Mr. Finch then said that. Miss Frances 
Willard went down to Springfield with a pe- 
tition for the submission of a prohibition 
amendment signed by 80,000 men and 100,000 
women. Buta man who had worn the peni- 
tentiary stripes, the Hon. Boss Hesiny, inter- 
fered. This pardoned penitentiary convict 
said to the legislators, “No’’—and they 
didn’t. This penitentiary convict was strong- 
er than the people of Lilinois with the Legis- 
lature. 

A voice—“ No he isn’t. We will revolu- 
tionize the Legislature.” 

Mr. Finch said he was glad to hear it, again 
proclaimed that 

HE HAD BEEN ALWAYS A DEMOCRAT, 
but was a Prohibitionist now and forever, 
and counseled the Prohibitionists to burn 
their bridges and to endist for the war. 

At this point the Hon. B. G, Roots, of Tam- 
aroa, the Father of the Normal School and 
President of its Board of Truste@s, rose and 
asked Mr. Finch, who_ had concluded his 
speech, what party the. lowa legislators were 
elected by, who by the vot@s of two succes- 
sive Legislatures sabi the constitu- 
tional amendment to the of that State. 

Mr. Finch went back a good way into 
history, and said that the old law of 1855 
forbade the sale of intoxicating liquors, but 
that the “*beer Germans” had made a bar- 
gain with the Republican leaders, 8. J. 
Kirkwood and J. B. Grinnell being among 
them, by which ale, wine, and beer made in 
the State were defined as not included in the 
words Mewigg gp liquors’”’ used in the 
law. us, he said, “the liquor business 
came Yack into lowa by a Republican coali- 
tion ag black as hell and twice as damnable.”’ 

Mr/ Roots said he had not asked for the 
history of the last twenty years, and re- 
peated his question. 

Mr. Finch then said: “The Republicans 
submitted the question. There were not 
enough Democrats in the State to do it. 

Mr. Roots said that as a member of the 
Iliinvis Republican Convention

as to what happened at Springfield. He 
would not say Mr. Finch had spoken falsely 
but he had conveyed a false impression, and 
= speaker would show him so at the proper 
time. 

The Chairman declared Mr. Roots out of 
order, and after an elderly delegate had de- 
manded tha® business should precede 
speeches the convention hurriedly took a re- 
cess. It was then 11:30 and Mr. Finch had 
occupied about an hour in his talk, but there 
was a general determination not to let Mr. 
Roots reply, although there was no business 
before the body, and it was not yet time for 
dinner. But the convention hardly waited 
for the motion to adjourn, and scattered at 
once to meet aghin at 1:30 p, m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The convention reassembled at 1:45 p. m. 
and the Committee on Credentials present 
a report showing 165 delegates present. 
After some debate, outsiders from towns or 
counties not having organizations were ad- 
mitted conditionally on their promising to 
work for the party. 

The Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion reported as follows: For President, the 
Hon. Johnson Newton, Jasper County; Vice- 
President, R. M. Neilson, Chicago; Secre- 
tary, H. T. Smith, Lincoln. The report was 
adopted and the officers declared elect- 


ed. Mr. Newton addressed his audi- 
ence as_ ladies and gentlemen of 
the Prohibition party of Lllinois, and 


was well received. He said two stages of 
the work had been gone through: First, the 
people had to be satisfied that intemperance 
was an evil, The second pvint was how in- 
temperance could be stopped, and the tem- 
perance people had now agreed that prohibi- 
tion was the only means. The speaker then 
gave his version of what happened in the 
Springfield convention when Harts offered 
his resolution to susperfd the rulesin order 
to take up the prohibition resolution. He 
said the motion was met by 
A REGULAR HOWL OF DERISION, 

and*that every means was tried to prevent 
He had become dis 
gusted with all attempts to work through 
other parties, and announced himself as now 
in the Prohibition party for keeps. He be 
lieved there was as much necessity for a 
Prohibition party today as there was for the 
Republican party in 1856. It was no longer 
possible to keep whisky men and Pronibi- 
tionists In one party. They would not mix, 
and there must be no further talk about 
comproiuise with any other party.. The 
speaker wanted State, Congressional, and 
Legislative officers of their own, and to nom- 
inate a ticket at every election. If any 
ather party wanted to hook on it would be 
allright, but the Prohibitionists would not 
indorse the candidates of any other party. 

A motion prevailed limiting speeches to five 
minutes, and a motion to proceed at once to 
the nomination of State officers without wait- 
ing for the report of the Committee on Keso- 
lutions was laid on the table. 

Mr. Johnson said thity needed two things— 
organization and money. There was lots of 
money in the Prohibition party, andif they 
were going to ight a campaign they would 
waut a good deal of it. ) 

HE CALLED FOR A COLLECTION 
and appointed collectors, but the business fell 
through for the time. 

One delegate wanted to know whether the 
money Was wanted to buy votes or hire halls 
aud pay for printing. 

Mrs. Brown, of Chicago, became indignant 
at this, and said no woman would have men- 
tioned such a thing. She demanded a pliat- 
form before any money was contributed, and 
this put a quietus on the movement: : 

DL. H. Harts, the Prohibition candidate for 
Congress in the Fourteetith District, 
was for, and made a dreary 
speech, reviewing the history of co 
ercive eeanes and the ae ag 
ing of the Prohibition party. About 
only point he made was that not only must

| the men elected be in favor of submitting the 


question to people, but interested in the 
prohibitory work right through. Hart’s 
8 bh fell very flat, and it does not look as 
if his chances for annihilating Kowell and 
Stevens amount to.much. The Prohibition- 
ists generally. appeared a good deal disap- 
poin over him, although it is their gwn 
tault if mag Sets their expectations too h. 
Still the lution Committee staid out, 
their absence being caused by inability to 
agree on 

THE WOMAN-SUFFRAGE QUESTION. 
The managers of the suffrage movement 
have a good deal of influence among the 
Prohibitionists, and claim with much spettee 

if itwas not for the’ women, the Prohf- 
bition movement would never have amounted 
to anything, This being the case, they de- 
manded the people who are clamoring 
fora chance to submit one amendment to 
the people should also recommend the” sub- 
mission of another—that bearing on female 
suffrage. A majority of the committee took 
the view that it  ~ be highly inconsist- 
ent not to do so, finaily carried their 


point. 

The CommitteeZon Resolutions presented. 
after an absence of several hours, a declara- 
tion of principles and platform. The former 
document set forth as they were de- 
termined to organize a political party and 
nominate candidates, the declared reasons 
for their action to be, first, that the people, 
who had for years petitioned the Legislature 
for the submission toa popular vote of a con- 
stitutional amendment prohibiting the liquor 
traffic. were refused this right at the dicta- 
tion of 12,000 liquor-dealers, with the excuse 
that it was not in the party platform. Fur- 
ther, that the State convention of the 
dominant political party refused to consider 
a like request.. As to 

THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY, 

it having by the action of a large majority ot 
its representatives in the Legislature, the 
declaration of its party platform in past 
ears, and the utterances of well-knowu 
eaders, courted the support of the liquor 
traffic, and opposed even the submission of 
the amendment to the vote of the people, 
they could not hope for favorabie action from 
that party. For these reasons they pro- 
claimed themselves ready to disregard party 
lines and unite with the Prohibition party. 

This declaration was discussed by sections 
and finally adopted. 


CONSIDERATION OF THE PLATFORM 


came next, and necessitated along evening 
sonstoes AS finally reached it reads as fol- 
ows: 

The manafacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors asa beverage isa sin against God and 
a crime and curse to man, which no humana en- 
actment nor usage Cun make right, and that 
Christianity, bumanity, and patriotism alike de- 
mand its prohibition, therefore we favor the 
adoption of an ameudment to the Constitution 
of the State of Lilinois prohibiting the manufact- 
are and sale of aiconolic beverage in this 

Late. 

WHEREAS, the people have petitioned the 
Legisiature to submit an amendment to the 
State Constitution prohibiting the manufacture 
and sale of aicuholic beverage, we are in favor 
of its submission. 

Whereas, the people have also petitioned the 
Legislature to submit an amendment to the 
State Constitution enfranchising women, we ure 


_therefore in favor of ite suomission. 


That, while we favor all proper legislation in 
the interest of common scbouls, yet we are de- 
cidediy opposed to applying the fund raised 
from the liquor Waffic for that purpose, thereby 
giving such trafiic a degree of respectability to 
which it is not eatitied. 

FEMALE SUFFRAGE, 

There was a good deal of discussion over 
the female-suffrage plank, but it- was mostly 
in regard to the way of getti it in, the 
committee having recommended it as part 
and parcel of the prohibitory amendment 
resolution, but the convention failed to pro- 
duce an opponent to the merits of the meas- 
ure, and it went through as given above. 
When, however, it came to the resolution in 
regard to 

SENATOR LOGAN’S EDUCATIONAL BILL, 
the pent-up passions of the day broke loose, 
The committee had presented a report as tol- 


lows: 


We protest against setting aside the revenue 
on igtoxicants for schvoil purposes, and arrai 
itas a measure caiculated to perpetuate 
liquor traffic in this country. 

Capt. Hart, Prohibition candidate for Con- 
gress from this district, moved an amend- 
ment to the committee’s report favuring an- 
nualappropriations outof the National l'reas- 
ury for the support and extension of schools. 
ln the speeches which followed Senator 
Logan got it right and left. The speakers 
were named by the Chair as they ruse, and as 
they were mostly to fortune and fame un- 
known Jt was impossible to ideatify them by 
name. One speaker pronounced Mr. Logan 
the boss Sumnges of America, and several 
others denounced the proposed bill as a cov- 
enant with Hell, and Mr. Logan as being in 
league with the producers of the demon rum, 
The convention got into 

A TERRIBLE SNARL 

over motions and counter-muotions to lay both 
the amendment and the resolution on th 
table. Finally, on motion of Mr. A. UC. 
Mousel, of Sullivan, a substitnte was 
adopted, which became the last plank of the 
platform as given above. The platform was 
then adopted as a whole. 

J. H. Monroe, of Chicago, offeret the fol- 
lowing: : 

That we require of all candidates for legis- 
lative offices a pledge not to go inte the cuucuses 
of either of the two old dominant parties, 

Secretary Smith moved to lay the resolu- 
tion on the table, but the motion waslost. A 
warm discussion followed, but the resolution 
was adopted without a dissenting vote. A 
collection was then taken up to provide for 
the expenses of the convention and printing 
the newly-born constitution. 

NOMINATIONS, 

Forty-four members of the State Central 
Committee were notmfnated on the recom- 
mendation of a coemmittce appointed for that 

urpose. For § Treasurer Judge J. G. 

rwin, of Madisou County, was named, but 
declined. He was nominated by acclama- 
tion just the same. Mr. lrwin served fortwo 
years as County Judge of Madison County. 
Heretofore he has been a Republican. For 
Superintendent of Public Instruction J. J. 
Graham, of Mount Vernon, and Prof, M. 
Andrews, of Galesburg, were named. The 
first named was withdrawn and Prof. An- 
drews was nomined in an almost empty con- 
vention. Names were suggested for dele- 
gates to the National @onvention to be held 
in Chicago, and after the customary votes of 
thanks the.convention adjourned, 

THE DECLARATION OF JOHN B. FINCH

as a party is as follows: In 1875 the Prohibi- 
tionists first made a State nomination and 
then only put into the field the head of the 
ticket, the Hon. John IL. Baker, of . Beverly. 
His nomination was the result of a

That year the prohibitory ticket 
polled 9,000 votes. The follow year 12,000 
votes were cast for Mr: Baker.

The Markets Excited, and Prices a Trific 
Higher—The July Oats Deal, 

The markets were very much excited yes- 
terday, with rather less. doing, though the 
aggregate of trading was considerable. 
Prices went up higher at the outset, and 
averaged a little higher all around for the 
day, though they met with a severe set-back 
afterwards. The receipts were very small, 
and the weather quite cold. This excited 
soine fears of early frost in the corn regions, 
which might spoil a considerable part of the 
crop and reduce it to very much less than 
half what it was in 1880, as against a 
good crop which had been hoped for by 
many up to yesterday. The result was a 
vigorous filling in of shorts in corn, which 
brought out the local longs as sellers in 
force, and_they unloaded so freely as to 
weaken prices about the time that the post- 
ing of the inspection list showed the receipts 
of the day to be the smallest on record for 
many weeks past. The market weak- 
ened till about noon, when the wind 
was found to be colder, setting in from 
the west, and there were some un- 
favorable weather reports received from 
the Southwest. This caused another spurt 
among buyers, but the market did not ad- 
vance far, and ruled rather quiet and steady 
at the close. 

THE GREATEST ADVANCE 


of the day on curn was nearly two cents, and 
it clused at an averuge advance of not far 
» yy one cent on the prices of the preceding 


ay. 

' “Phe wheat market sympathized very much, 
with corn. The receipts were small, they 
also being the smallest of any day 
since the winter wheat movement 
set in. The cold weather wag not 
regarded asa reason for higher prices so 
iuch as it was in corn, but the market sym- 
pathized with the last-named cereal to sume 
extent. It bad, however, too much the ap- 
pearance of a crowd of ovle looki 
around for an advance on whith they coul 
sell, and there was not much demand, either 
on local or outside account. It was notice- 
able that four or five of the heaviest traders 
of the recent past, who sold short at con- 
siderably higher prices than now, and filled in 
last week, have left the crowd for their sum- 
mer vacation, and the rest were not disposed 
todo much winter business: There was a 
fair shipping demand for winter wheat at 
about the same prices as the previous day, 
while spring wheat was scarcely mentioned, 

The market for oats was very irregular 
and somewhat excited, in sympathy with 
corn, but it had little if any feat- 
ure of its own to wmerit a de- 
scription. The receipts were light. There 
was very much less pressure to fill shorts 
than the previous day, the demand not — 
enough to cause any advance in prices h 
it not been for the strength elsewhere. 

‘The rye market was comparatively steady, 
receipts being light, and barley touk an un- 
expected tumble, declini about three 
cents on the September oe | owing to the 
offering of one or two lots on outside orders. 

Provisions were stronger, but they, too, 
were very much unsettled. The tone 
seeined to depend entirely upon the trading 
in grain. There was some Eastern demand 
for lard at the outset, but Hutchinson un- 
loaded on the crowd all that they wanted, 
and then, apparently, had plenty more to sell 
after they got through buying. 

The “Silver Grays” were supposed to be 
the heaviest sellers in wheat and corn. 

THE JULY OATS DEAL. 

The committee appointed to fix the price of 
July oats, which closed on the last day of 
the month at 63, met again yesterday after- 
noon, and this time did something. 

Mr. Wright’s objections to the jurisdiction 
and legality of the comwittee, filed the other 
day, were overruled, 

Some testimony was then taken on the 
long side. It was to the effect that there 
was no manipulation of the market—that 
the corner, if there was one, was due to a 
natural. cause—the scar¢ify of the grain:

Louis, Aug. 9.-—-The steamer City of 
Alton, with the wounded by the explosion of 
the Golddust at Hickman on Monday, ar- 
rived here this evening. A great crowd of 
people, composed of relatives and friends 
and those simply curious to see the victims of 
the disaster, congregated at the wharf, but 
only the relatives and near friends of those 
on board were allowed to go on the steamer. 
A very large proportion of the crowd were 
negroes, friends of the wounded roustabouts. 
While many of the fifty to sixty persons on 
buard are injured by scalds or burns. 
only eleven are in anything like a 
serious condition. These are pretty 
badly hurt about the face, hands, and feet, 
and some of them will carry life-long scars to 
remind them of the terrible scene they passed 
through. Capt. McCord and two or three 
others were auvle to leave the boat alone &nd 
went to their homes, but the remainder of 
the badly hurt were carried ashore on 
stretchers and conveyed either to the Marine 
or the City Hospital. Lew Gray, one of the 
pilots, was taken to the home of Capt. Carter 
in the suburbs, where he will be carefully 
nursed. He is badly hurt, but will recover. 
The rsops most seriously injured 
are w Gray, pilot; Henry Evans, 
fireman; Thomas Beck, deck-sweeper:; Hen- 
ry Stutsman, panteymen, Pat Fitzgerald, 
watchman; Sol Price, mate; and James 
Welch, Peter Rudolph, and two others, names 
not given. John O*Neil, deck-hand, and an- 
other of the crew, name not obtainable, died 
on the way up. Numerous interviews were 
obtained by the reporters, but they throw no 
light on the cause of. the explosion and give 
no information not already published. The 
officers of the Anchor Line are doing every- 
thing in their power to alleviate the suffer- 
ings of the wounded, and will take good care 
of them uutil they recover,

INDIANA REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 

The Kepublicans of Indiana met in con- 
vention at Indianapolis yesterday. The 
present Secretary of State, Treasurer, Au- 
ditor, Attorney-General, Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, and Clerk of the Supreme 
Court were nominated for reélection. Three 
candidates for the Supreme Court were 
chosen to contest the seats now held by 
Democrats. 

The platform was long and unnecessarily 
profuse in its review of the pastachievements 
of the Republican party. The people do not 
need to be reminded that the Republican 
party saved the Union, and, if they did, a 
political platform would not serve the pur- 
pose. It is not what the party has done, but 
what it is doing and intends to do, that the 
people of Indiana are chiefly concerned about 
this year. 

Fortunately the platform is sufficiently ex- 
plicit both astothe present and a 
gram of theparty. In this respect the resolu- 
tions form a remarkable contrast to those 
adopted by the Indiana Democrats last week.

The Democrats make three distinct dec- 
jarations in their resolution, no one of which 
is consistent with the other two. They are 
(1) opposed to prohibition; (2) in, favor of 
submitting a prohibitory amendment to a 
vote of the people, (8) opposed to a special 
election, which alone can give the people a 
chance to express themselves freely and in- 
telligently, without regard to party ques- 
tions. 7 

The Republicans affirm that the amend- 
ments are not and should not be party issues; 
that they should be submitted to the people 
of the State for a decision thereon, and that, 
as they are not partisan in their nature or 
origin, they should be voted on at a special 
election when no political questions are be- 
fore the people. This is an eminently sound, 
just, and practicable solution of the problem 
presented in the amendments. If the 
people want them they may vote them into 
the Constitution at a special election. We 
believe it would be unwise for them to do so, 
as coercive teetotalism wherever it has been 
tried has proved to beafailure; but there can 
be no doubt of the wisdom of divorcing the 
question from all-partisan associations and 
permitting the people to vote, if vote they 
must, on the naked issue. 

The resolution of the Republican Conven- 
tion in relation to tax reform and 1eduction 
was also admirable in its way. A cleaner- 
cutor more forcible statement of what should 
be the policy of the party in this respect has 
not recently been made. The resolution is 
as follows: 


Fourth—That a revenue greatly reduced in 
amount being all that is now needed to pay the 
interest on our public debt and the expenses of 
the Government economically administered, the 
time bas arrived for sucha reduction of taxes 
and regulation of the tariff dues as shail raise 
no more money than gbull be necessary to pay 
such interest an@ expenses, and we therefore 
approve of efforts now making to adjust this 
reduction, so that no unnecessary burdens upon 
the consumers of imported artigies may exist, and 
that no iujury be inflicted u our domestic 
industries, or upon the ivdustrial classes em- 
ployed therein. 


There is no equivocation here. Solicitude 
is expressed chiefly for “the consumers of 
imported articles”; and it is boldly declared 
that the revenne should be reduced so that 
it shall be only sufficient to pay the interest 
on the public debt and the expenses of the 
Government “economically administered.” 
The Democrati¢ Convention faced both ways 
by adopting a faint-hearted double-meaning 
reveuue-tariff resolution, and then “point- 
ing with pride” to the record of “our Sena- 
tor,’’ the Hon. D. W. Voorlees, who has re- 
cently become a rank customs-prohibitionist. 

The proceedings of the Indiana Republic- 
ans show that the party in that State is in a 
wholesome condition. It is aggressive, man- 
ly, outspoker. It is fit to rule, and ought to 
rule, because it is the only party that is fit. 
Its course must commend it to the voters of 
the State of all shades of opinion on the co- 
ercive teetotal question, and rally to its sup- 
port thousands of wavering citizens who 
have been waiting to see how each party 
would declare itself on the chief issues of 
the campaign. 


THE TAX-REDUCTION ISSUE. 

Democratic platforms, addresses, stump- 
speeches, and newspapers will be filled dur- 
ing the fall campaign with denunciations of 
the Republican majority in the present Con- 
gress for its failure to reduce taxation. The 
Democrats in Congress avowedly did what 
they could to prevent tax reduction in order 
to provide themselves with this campaign 
ammunition. It will be used plentifully and 
indiscriminately, but it will fall short of the 
mark. The Democrats are not entitled to 
party consideration on account of the ad- 
journment of Congress without any mate- 
rial reduction in taxation, and the failure of 
the bill proposed tor the reduction of inter- 
nal revenue wiil excite no popular resent- 
ment. A recapitulation of the circumstances 
will show clearly enough that no question of 
party merit is involved in the case. 

l. The Democrats were in control of Con- 
gress during six years preceding the session 
just closed, and most of that time their ma- 
jority was so large that they found no diffi- 
culty in passing any measure which had the 
approval of the Democratic caucus. At po 
time, however, did they make any earnest et- 
fort in thé way of reducing taxation. This 
circumstance does not acquit the Republicans 
of any blame which should attach to them 
for a failure to reduce taxation, but it cer- 
tainly shows that no relief fs to be hoped 
from Democratic action and estops the Dem- 
ocratic politicians from effectively condemn- 
ing the Republicans for an error which they 
themselves committed in much more aggra- 
vated form. 

2. Popular interest in the reduction of 
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taxes relaxed when Congress agreed upon 
the Tariff Commission, because it is only 
through a reduction in tariff taxes that the 
burden of taxation can be lightened for the 
masses. This agreement was brought about 
by the combined efforts and votes of Demo- 
crats and Republicans. The idea originated 
on the Democratic side in a former Congress. 
It is contended that the commission’s work 
will result in a reduction of taxes, and the 
creation of the commission was a more de- 
cided step in the direction of tax-reform 
than had been taken by any of the preceding 


Democratic Congresses. As between the two. 


parties, therefore, the Republicans can fairly 
claim to have accomplished more than the 
Democrats. 

8. The Republicans introduced a bill for 
the reduction of internal revenue and made 
an honest effort to pass it. The Democrats 
opposed it from the beginning, and the par- 
ties were so equally balanced in the two 
Houses that it was not possible t® pass the 
measure in the face of Democratic opposition 
after it reached the Senate. The very last 
efforts made in Congress—a motion by Mr. 
Robeson in the House and another by Mr. 
Morrill in the Senate—were in behalf of this 
bill, but the Democrats hooted them down. 

4. There is not much reason to deprecate 
the failure of this bill for the reduction of 
internal revenue. It provided for the repeal 
of taxes which were for the most part special 
in character, and ought to be repealed when- 
ever the revenue can be spared by the Gov- 
ernment, but not until other taxes more oner- 
ous upon the people shall have been abol- 
ished. But this was not the objection urged 
by the Democrats, who had already agreed td 
a postponement of the tariff-tax question. 
‘They opposed the bill for the reduction of in- 
ternal revenue. because it did not include the 
repeal of all taxes on whisky and tobacco, 
and decided in caucus that they would ac- 
cept nothing short of this. Here we have 
the Democratie idea of tax-reform. It is to 
begin by sacrificing a revenue of over $100,- 
000,000 a year without affording any relief to 
the people in order to establish @ree whisky 
and free tobacco. If tax reduction must be- 
gin at this point, it is to be hoped that it may 
be indefinitly postponed. 

5. lt may be admitted that the bill for the 
reduction of internal taxes might have been 
put in ashape which the Democrats would 
not have dared to oppose. Had this bill pro- 
posed a repeal of all the license taxes along 
with the special taxes on banks, matches, 
and patent medicines, and increased the 
manutacturing tax on whiskies and tobaccos 
to meet the deficiency in the repealed license 
taxes, the project would have been so plainly 
desirable that the Democrats could not have 
persisted in their opposition without incur- 
ring serious party danger. In that case the 
cost of the internal-revénue service could be 
saved almost entirely and the expenses of the 
Government reduted almost in equal propor- 
tion to the remission of special taxes.” But 
the Democrats proposed nothing of this kind. 
They demanded that whisky and tobacco 
should not be taxed at all, while the cost of 
all necessaries of life is inéreased to the 
people by taxation, and would not permitany 
bill to pass which failed to provide for free 
whisky and tobacco. 

Any reproach coming from a Democratic 
source because Congress provided no tax re- 
duction at the late sesgjon is plainly imperti- 
nent. Democrats da Republicans may 
join in condemning the action of Con- 
gress during the closing session and during 
many preceding sessiohs on account of the 
omission to reduce the taxes, but the 
blame must fall more upon the Democrats 
than upon the Republicans. The former 
made no effort at tax reduction when they 
were in control of Congress, and they de- 
feated the effort made by the Republicans 
because the latter would not concede the 
abolition of the whisky and tobacco taxes. 
Both parties should endeavor to send to 
Congress men who will unite in mtelligent 
schentes for reducing burdensome taxation 
at the)| smallest sacrifice of revenue, but 
crimination and recrimination on the subject 
of taxafion will be of little avail as campaign

ARTIFICIAL RAIN. 

In another column we publish an article on 
the artificial production of rain. The sub 
ject is one of interest to many readers, as it 
touches upon a point vita) to human welfare. 
The idea that rainfall can be artificially pro- 
duced, almost at will, is scarcely new, hav- 
ing been rather extensively argued in this 
city several years ago. It follows naturally 
from a comparison of the well-known facts 
of copious rainfall closely following the at- 
mospheric disturbances due to the storm of 
battle. But the attempt to reason out the 
causes of rainfall asa starting point in the 
work of producing it at pleasure may be re- 
garded as novel in its method, if not philo- 
sophical i., its conclusions, 

The writer of the article in question holds, 
in cOmmon with the meteorologists, that 
cold is the immediate cause of rainfall in 
cool regions. A mass ¥ air, holding the 
vapor of water in suspension, drops more or 
less of its load when its temperature is low- 
ered; and the percentage of loss depends 
upon the extent of the cooling process. The 
chill may be caused by passage over the cold 
top of a mountain, meeting with a cooler 
mass of air near the surface, or by rising to 
a region of comparative cold due to greater 
altitude. But the writer thinks these causes 
are inadequate to the production of the im- 
mense rainfall experienced in the Torrid 
Zone. He says “it is evident that some 
other means must be employed,” and falls 
back on electricity as the only available 
cause for the copious precipitation of moist- 
ure which is met with in tropical regions. 

The gfavest objection to the theory is this: 
It puts the cart before the horse—the effect 
before the cause. It requires very little 
acuteness of perception to note an intimate 
connection between rainfall and the phe- 
nomena which we call thunder and light- 
ning. But which is the cause of the other ? 
The latest scientific thinkings in this direc- 
tion rather lead up to the idea that condensa- 
tion of cloud-vapor is the chief cause of elec- 
trical excitement in the atmosphere, and not 
ite result. ‘The surface of a speck of vapor is 
the home of the electric force, which needs 
concentration to render it manifest to us. 
The smaller the particle the greater is its 
surface in proportion to the quantity of 
matter it contains. Fight little drops of 
water, brought together to form one larger 
drop, would bring to the resulting mass 
eight units of electric force, to be distributed 
over a surface only four times that of the 
original drop. Each unit of force would 
therefore have only half as much surface as 
at first, which is about the same thing as a 
doubling of its intensity. The condensation 
of a thousand specks into one drop must 
mean a ten-fold ‘exhibition of force, and 
when the process is shared by countless 
millions of drops an electric tension is de- 
veloped which can only be got rid of by an 
outtiow of the force to surrounding matter. 
The latter phase of the process is the means 
by which Nature seeks to restore the dis- 
turbed equilibrium, The variations in the 
intensity of the electric discharge depend 
upon conditions a statement of which is 
not essential to the philosophy of the 
process. 

There is, however, no reason to doubt that 
artificial disturbance of the atmosphere is 
favorable to the production of rain. The 
quantity of rain that would follow a given 
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amount of such disturbance: would depend 
upon the quantity of vapor held in suspen- 
sion by the air to be disturbed. As this is 
subject to wide variation, the fact must ren- 
der quite uncertain the result of human at- 
tempts at rain-making. It is unfortunate, 
too, that this involves the greatest uncertain- 
ty, or least room to hope for success, in the 
times of direst necessity. Only when the 
earth below, and the air above, were appar- 
ently exhausted by the moisture, would man 
resort to artificial means for causing rain; 
and just then, the air having very little moist- 
ure to part with, would be most likely to 
part with none at all.

Mr. Dorsey while a Senator, and 
long after, was engaged in the star-route 
business, and by all accounts was one of the 
largest operatorssand is, with ex-Assistant 
Postmaster-General Brady, not onty under 
indictment, but now on trial at Washington 
for the star-route frauds. Mr. George E. 
Spencer was a witness summoned by the 
United States to attend this trial. He wasa 
witness by whose , testimony the United 
States expected to disprove the statements 
of various witnesses for the defense. The 
prosecution had taken several weeks to make 
out their case, and the defense was expected 
to take as long. Spencer was there in at- 
tendance several weeks, and the defense was 
offering testimony. Suddenly and unexpect- 
edly to the Government the defense closed 
its side of the case, and as unexpectedly it was 
discovered that Mr. Spencer had departed 
for soine place unknown. Whatever con- 
nection there was between Spencer’s de- 
parture and the close of the case on the part 
of the defense is wholly conjectural. 

The counsel for the prosecution thereupon 
made a motion that the case be postponed to 
allow time to follow and find the absent 
Spencer, and Mr. Bliss stated in an affidavit 
that he expected to prove by Spencer re 
peated conversations between Spencer and 
Dorsey, in which the latter stated that Brady 
was a thief, and that he was demanding 
money from Dorsey and the star-route cgn- 
tractors, and that on one occasion Dorsey 
showed him some money in bills, which he 
placed in an envelope, saying it was for 
Brady, and that soon after Brady appeared 
and Dorsey handed him the envelope con- 
taining the money, and-Brady took the same, 
placed it in his pocket, and carried it away. 
Bliss further stated that he expected to 
prove various other facts of the same kind 
by Spencer. Whereupon Ingersoll by affi- 
davit replied, denying on the authority of 
his clients that Spencer if present would 
prove any such facts. 

The court refused to postpone the case to 
hunt up the witness as something wholly un- 
precedented. It was the misfortune of the 
pro#ecution that their witness had gone away 
from the court. : 

It is unfortunate for truth and for justice 
that Mr. Spencer should have made himself 
scarce at this particular juncture. The con- 
viction under the law of these star-route 
conspirators, if guilty, is of even oe conse- 
quence to the public than the exposure of 
the so-called public men who have appeared 
se conspicuously in public affairs and posed 
so impressively as patriots and statesmen. 
Mr. Spencer, however, must eventually ap- 
pear, and though his testimony may be late, 
if true, it will go far to secure the moral con- 
viction of Brady and Dorsey. 


THE PRICE OF SUGAR. 

One of the objects from which the largest 
amount of tax is collected is sugar. In 1831 
the revenue collected from sugar and mo- 
lasses in the United States was about $40,- 
000,000, which did not include the $10,000,000 
of which the Government was dishonestly 
defrauded. Secretary Sherman, during his 
term and since, has labored unavailingly to 
have the value of sugar when imported de- 
termined by the polariscope, which tests the 
saccharitie property of the sugar. Instead 
of that mode the sugar monopoly have main- 
tained the present system of valuing sugar 
exclusively by the color, which color, it is 
now confessed, is applied artificially, and 
then, when the sugar has passed the custom- 
house, is easily removed. 

Before the Tariff Commission now in ses- 
sion much testimony has been taken on this 
subject. Mr. David Knowlton, an experi- 
enced sugar-refiner, testified that the legal 
tax on sugar was much too high. It was an 
article which entered into the consumption 
of every man, woman, and child in the land, 
and it was taxed between 60 and 70 per cent. 
The polariscope Was an instrument by which 
the crystallizable quality of sugar was deter- 
mined with the greatest accuracy. It was 
now applied in collecting the sugar tax in 
France. This process was on the same prin- 
ciple that the tax is levied on liquors, so 
much on each proof gallon of spirits. He 
proposed that the tax be a duty of two cents 
a pound on sugar, and that a dutiable pound 
of sugar shall be a pound of 100 degrees of 
crystallizable sugar as shown by direct po- 
lariscope test. In answer to a question 
whether, if the tax be regulated according to 
this test, it woufd not have the effect to bring 
the lighter shades. of sugar to this country, 
driving our own refiners out of the business, 
Mr. Knowlton said that.it would have the ef- 
fect of bringing sugars fit for use into the 
country, avoiding the necessity of having 
them refined, and that this would be directly 
to the advantage of the public. Now all 
sugars have to be refined, the public paying 
the refiners’ costs and profits. Qn this last 
point Mr. Knowlton said: . 


Iam not satisfied to feel that the consumers 
sbould have no voice in the making of the tariff. 
They should be considered, Fifty-two millions 


of peopie have greater interests than fifteen or: 


eighteen refiners of sugar—all that there are in 
the United States today. I have nothing to say 
against sugar refiners, but 1 do say that the in- 
terests of the consumers should not be lost 
sight of. By the system which I have suggested 
our sugar retiners would be placed on a parity 
with the English refiners. Our refiners wouid 
pay an ad vaiorem duty onraw sugar. The 

oglish refiners get theirs free of duty. If the 
Euglish refiners do not suffer from the intro- 
duction of the lighter raw sugars our American 
refiners need not have any apprehension on that 
point. People here have been educated to the 
use of white sugar, and they. prefer to wse it, 
although | must say that they sometimes get 
terribly cheated, because some of the sugar 
which comes from the refinery 18 or WW degrees 
Dutch standard, will not ‘polarize over 85 or 386 
degrees. 

A portion of the commission evidently 
understands that the duty of the Government 
is first to the refiners, and second to the 
Government; and that if the bulk of the su- 
gar which is now imported could be brought 
in already sufhciently refined to enter into 
general use, as is not the case now, thus 
avoiding the three or four cents added to the 
cost by the refiners, thus saving $40,000,000 or 
$50,000,000 in the prices paid for sugar by 
the consumers, the Government would vio- 
late its duty to the refiners and deserve im- 


peachment,

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FIFTEEN HUNDRED AND TWENTY-ONE 
BALLOTS. 

The unprecedented contest for a Congres- 

sional nomination which has been progress- 


ing in the Twelfth District in this State ter= 


minated yesterday at Beardstown. Ou the 
1,521st ballot Mr. James M. Riggs, of Scott 
County, was nominated as the Democratic 
candidate for Congress in the new Twelfth 
(Quincy) District. The nomination is equiv- 
alent to an election, ail the counties being 
Democratic by large majorities. 

The district is at present represented by 
the venerable Gen. James W. Singleton, of 
Quincy, who is now finishing his second term. 
Ile is universally respected and venerated in 
his district and jn the State, but the inexora- 
ble and to be regretted rule of rotation after 
d second term demanded that he be sacrificed 
and his district deprived of a faithful repre- 
sentative to make room for a new man. 
Some years ago Mr. Scott Wike, of Pike, a 
very able man, represented the district, and 
in his first term the rule was violated and a 
second nomination refused him, because in 
those days of repudiation and Greenbackism 
he had bravely advocated a return to specie 
payments and a hard-money currency. Anat- 


‘tempt by his friends at this time to correct this 


injustice so divided the convention that Sin- 
gleton as well as Wike, after the unparalleled 
balloting for 1.520 times, was defeated, and 
a new man, Mr. Riggs, of Scott County, was 
nominated. At the opening of the conven- 
tion each of the counties except Scott and 
Brown had a candidate; Greene, Jersey, 
Pike, Adams, and Cass had each a favored 
son’; Pike presented Wike, and Adams and 
Brown stood by Singleton with untiring de- 
votion. Scott voted alternately for each of 
the candidates. Mr. Riggs was a delegate to 
and President of the convention, and at last, 
wearied out with the protracted contest, all 
the candidates were dropped and Mr. Riggs 
was selected. He is a man of ability, and 
will undoubtedly make an excellent Repre- 
sentative. 
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THE ILLINOIS PROAIBITIONISTS. 

The convention of the Illinois Prohibition- 

ists ab Bloomington yesterday was attended 
by something over 150 delegates. A full 
representation on the basis agreed upon 
would have been 672 delegates. Few per- 
sons of political prominence were present. 
it was evident that some of the delegates 
were more intersted in woman-suffrage than 
in prohibition, and, so far as their influence 
went, the two causes were made one. 
. As specimens of what intemperate-temper- 
ance is capable of the resolutions and some 
of the speeches have a certain value, but asa 
whole the proceedings were so extreme, vio- 
lent, and abusive in tone that they must do 
the coercive teetotal cause more harm than 
good. Whena convention in this State sees 
fit to denounce the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue as “ Green Brandy Rum,” and the 
Republican Senator as “a boss demagog,”’ 
it can expect to have little support 
from fair-minded citizens of either party. 
The language used in this convention 
would be indecentif it were employed ina 
barroom caucus. It was not less indecent 
because it was addressed to ladies and 
clergymen in a Prohibition convention. 
William Lloyd Garrison when he prociaimed 
slavery as “a covenant withdeath and a 
league with Hell” set an example that small- 
er reformers have been too quick to follow. 
Not every wrong is “a covenant with 
death,” or “a league with Hell,” and the best 
way to makeand keep converts is not to be- 
gin by vilifyine the impenitent. 

The platform of ‘the convention denounces 
the manufacture and sale of liquors as a 
beverage as “asin against God and a curse 
to man”; demands the adoption of a consti- 
tutional amendment prohibiting the same; 
favors the submission of such an amend- 
ment to the people; calls for the like sub- 
mission of 4 woman-suffrage amendment; and 
opposes utterly Senator Logan’s proposition 
to use the revenue from distilled spirits for the 
support of common schools. The woman- 
suffrage fanatics desired to have their reso- 
lution incorporated in the prohibitory reso- 
lution, but it was made an independent 
proposition. There was no opposition to the 
resolution on its merits. So woman-suffrage 
is as much an issue as prohibition in the 
platform. It cannot be doubted that the lat- 
ter cause will be seriously damaged by being 
put astride of the woman-suffrage hobby. 

The convention clearly overshot the mark. 
It was controlled by short-haired women 
and long-haired men. It was so intemperate 
in speech that the party it represents cannot 
be expected to be temperate or nice in ac- 
tion. It crowned its folly by deciding to re- 
quire a pledge of all its candidates for 
legislative or other offices that they will not 
affiliate with or go into the caucuses of either 
of the other parties, thereby cutting itself 
off from all moderate men who are not will- 
ing to found a new party solely to promote 
prohibition and woman-suffrage. 

We expect no big results from the Bloom- 
ington Convention. If it had béen guided 
by wise tounsels it might have had political 
importance, but its proceedings will be re- 
garded now merely asthe windy declama- 
tion. of impracticables and visionaries. 


OFFICIOUS POLICEMEN. 

Acting -Superintendent-of- Police Austin 
Doyle has dismissed O’Brien, the officer who 
insulted and outraged a couple of people the 
other evening without provocatien. It is to 
be hoped that the conspicuous publicity 
which has been given to this case will serve 
as a warning to policemen not to misuse the 
‘little brief authority” which their badges 
confer upon them, but rather confine their 
attention to actual crime, violence, public 
nuisances, and scandals, which will afford 
them abundant material for well-directed 
energy. 

The case was this: A man named St. Leger 
had taken a young woman to the theatre, 
and feeling ill after the performance went to 
his office on La Salle street to get some med- 
icine. He did not take the young woman 
inside the building, but placed a chair out- 
side the door in order thaé she might .wait 
for him. This circumstance alone was suf- 
ficient evidence that there was no intention 
of violating the proprieties. But as the 
young woman was waiting O’Brien took it 
upon himself to assume that she was a 
street-walker, and insulted her by threat- 
ening arrrest. St. Leger came to her 
rescue, and, in opposition to the young 
woman’s wishes, proceeded to the sta- 
tion to lodge complaint against the of- 
ficious policeman. The latter followed and 
arrested the coujle. The man and woman 
were assigned to a cell, though they had 
been guilty of no offense against law, order, 
or publig decency. The evidence was con- 
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flicting as to ficer wi 
or not, but that fact is not of much impor- 

tunce. If he was drunk he certainly ought 

to have been dismissed from the service, and 

if he was not drunk, then his outrageous 

conduct had not even. the palliation of tran- 

sient aberration, and proved him to be an un- 

tit officer when sober. 

In cases similar to this, policemen are 
almost always disposed to take advantage of 
some assumed irregularity in the relations of 
the man and woman whom they find to- 
gether, and think that they may insult their’ 
victims with impunity becauge ‘the lat-* 
ter will submit rather than risk ex- 
posure, But a gentleman and his wife, 
or a brother and sister, or a young 
fellow and his sweetheart may at any time 
be found in just such a predicament as St. 
Leger and his companion were, and they are 
entitled to protection agajnst the outrage of 
threatened arrest or actual incarceration 
with thieves, vagabonds, and prostitutes. As 
St. Leger was a married man, he showed con- 
siderable courage in prosecutmg O’Brien for 
insulting the young woman he had taken to 
the theatre, and to this extent he should have 
the approval-of his employers and associ- 
ates. As long as these two people conducted 
themselves decently (and there is no sugges- 
tion to the contrary) no police officer had a 
right to molest them or threaten them. e 
most exasperating consideration is, that 
peaceful and respectable people should 
be subjected to such outrages while 
the vile dens on State street and 
their regular habitués are always ex- 
empt from interference, If the man in this 
case had taken his feminine companion to a 
variety saloon, a dago-shop, or ‘an assigna- 
tion house, no policeman would have thought 
of stopping him. He risked police interfer- 
ence by going to his own office and by leav- 
ing the young woman outside until he could 
return to ber. O’Brien’s dismissal is a warn- 
ing to policemen to mind their own business. 


DEATH IN THE BASKET. — 

The chief curse of Chicago at the present 
moment is bad fruit. All the rotten and 
treacherous peaches, all the angered and dis- 
contented watermelons, and all the sour and 
peevish blackberries of the country are being 
poured into this city, which is becoming the 
dumping-ground for all the offal of the West. 
Here this trash is worked over by men with 
more ingenuity than honesty, and palmed off 
on unsuspecting customers as fit for eating. 
Everybody ought to be familiar with the 
basket of peaches, “‘all fair without, all foul 
within,” nicely covered with musquito-net- 
ting, so that no one can investigate the con- 
tents, which is sold for 35 eents, and which 
turns out to contain about 10 cents’ worth of 
decent fruit. Everybody ought to know the 
packages of small fruit so ingeniously faced 
in the same way, and how disgusting tne dis- 
covery of the fraud is to the housewife who 
fancied she bought enough te make a credit- 
able dessert, but has to stint the childfen in 
order that the company may have sufficient. 
Yet, day after day, one sees men and women 
with the semblance of intelligence on their 
faces standing around the fruit-shops and 
stalls near South Water street Duying what 
they ought to know is worthless, for they are 
given no opportunity to investigate it, and it 
is only a swindler who doesn’t give the pur- 
chaser a chance to examine the wares he 
offers. 

The cheating is bad enough, but that isn’t 
the worst feature of the case. Itis the swell- 
ing of the mortality record which is most ob- 
jectionable. The temptation to use as mach 
as possible of the stuff that one has been de- 
ceived into buying is very great, and the re- 
sult is that much fruit which is fit only for 
the scavenger or the pig-pen goes into the 
human stomach, with results to that stomach 
which cannot be named in polite society. 
There is frequent temporary wo, soothed 
only by camphor and laudanum, sometimes 
followed by a trip in a hearse to 
Calvary or Rosehill. Then there are 
ignorant people who buy this horrid cheap 
stuff, and, owink to their own sturdy diges- 
tion, get through it without injury, but who 
give it to their tender children, the conse- 
quence being an undertaker. At a season 
when special care is required in diet all the 
surplus stomach-ache of a dozen States is 
thrown upon our market, and pobody ap- 
pears ready to lift a finger to interfere. 

There is no question as to the duty of the 
city officers in the premises. They have the 
authority to seize and destroy this refuse, 
which is unfit for food. They know where 
it is to be found, and they know what ought 
to be done with it. Why, then, do they per- 
mit this murderous swindle to go on unpun- 
ished? A year ago the attention of the 
health authorities was called to this subject 
by THe TRIBUNE, and the result was a series 
of seizures on South Water street and the 
adjoining thoroughfares, which purified 
them for some time. Why cannot the 
operations of last year be renewed? 
Prevention is better than cure. If Dr. De 
Wolf wants to lower the death rate, whichis 
getting terribly large, he will find an easy 
way to doit by seizing a few thousand bas- 
kets of peaches and feeding them to the hogs 
at the Stock-Yards. Or, if the Administra- 
tion dislikes to antagonize all the voters who 
deal in this refuse, then let every fruit train 
be met outside the city limits and its con- 
tents gone through with as vigorously as if 
the cars were filled with inodilated emi- 
grants.

Lonpon, Aug. 9.43At the Lord Mayor’s 
banquet to her Majesty’s Ministers this even- 
ing Gladstone, responding ww the Lord 
Mayor’s congratulation, said he had been 
fifty years in the service of the country, and 
expressed the hope that he sheuld not fail 
during what may be the shart remainder of 
his public life to serve his Queen ana coun- 
try faithfully to the end. ‘I am sanguine,” 
he said, “that we have passed a moment of 
danger, that that there will be wisdom and 
harmony in the work and deliberations of 
Parliament for the remainder of the present 
year.” Beferring to the Egyptian ques- 
tion he said: “It is of vital importance 
that the position of England should not be 
misunderstood. Forces have gone to Egypt 
in the prosecution of the great interests of 
the Empire. Unless those interests exist it 
would not have been possible fur us to finda 
justification for intervention. But iet it be 
known and proclaimed from this spot, which 
affords the channel of communication with 
the world not infetior to the Senate itself, 
that those interests are not ours alone, but 
the interests we have in common with every 
State in Europe—nay, with the whole civii- 
ized world.” [Cheers.] 

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

Referring to the Suez Canal Gladstone 
said: “It is essential for mankind that that 
gate should be open, and that the country “in 
which it is situated should be peaceable and 
orderly and under a legal Government. The 
utmost we have in view, though the burden 
and honor of performing it may fall upon 
ourselves, is work which it is essential for 
every country in Europe to perform, and the 
performance of which cannot but redound, 
if it be associated with high and disinterested 
objects, to the honor of those upon whom 
the burden is cast.” Gladstone con- 
tinued: “We do not go to war 
with the Egyptian people, but rescue them 
from the oppression of military tyranny. 
Nor do we make war upon the Mohammedan 
religion, as Englishmen respect the convic- 
tions of believers in every other faith. We 
do not want to repress the growth of liberty 
in Egypt, but desire that she be prosperous. 
Engiand goes to Egypt with clean hands, and 
with no secret intention to conceal! from other 
nations.

AN OCEAN STEAMER STRANDED. 


The steamer Mosel, from Bremen for New 
York, is aground under Lizzard Point. Her 
position is precarious. She has a hole through 
her bow. Shestruck at 8:30 this morning. 
Tugs have been sent to her assistance. The 
weather is calm and hazy. All the pas- 
sengers have been landed at Penzance. 
The ‘Mosel had mails for New York. 
She also had a full complement of passengers 
and a full cargo, including French jewelry 
valued at 91,500 francs. She is full of water, 
and will probably be a total wreck. There 
was a dense fog when the steamer went 
ashore. ‘The Mosel had between 600 and 700 
passengers. Mails and specie were safely 
landed. There was not much crying when 
the vessel struck, as the officers assured the 
passengers they were in no danger. The 
majority of the passengers have gone to 
Falmouth. Lighters have gone {td the 
wreck to save the cargo. Immediately after 
the vessel striking nine boats of the Mosel 
were launched and the Lizard life-boat came 


} out. The forward compartment is full of 


water. The rocks on which the vessel lies 
are very dangerous. Thelower berths and 
engine-room are dry. The vessel is listing 
to port as the tide ebbs. Should the weather 
continue fine it is probable the cargo will be 
saved in a damaged condition. — 

SINKING. 

The Mosel is gradually sinkingby the stern. 
There is no chance of floating her. The 
weather continues fine. The vessel was in 
chargé of the chief officer at the time she 


struck.

After being 
detained three hours under guard we 
were brought before the resident Magistrate, 
and, after examination, discharged. Sub- 
Inspector Byrne, being asked the reason for 
the proceeding, stated that he had acted on a 
telegraphic order from headquarters in 
Dublin to arrest us on arrival. I (George) 
insisted on getting the grounds of the sus- 
picion, but was refused all further informa- 
tion. The police persisted, as a matter of 
imperative duty, in reading all of the private 
papers of Mr. Jaynes, although informed 
who he was. 


FRANCE,

Paris, Aug. 9.—A decree closing the ses- 
sion was read in both Chambers today.

GATH IN ENGLAND. 


Private Picture of a Prince and King— 
Viectoria’s Unele, 
Vincinnati Enquirer. w 

Batu, Eng., July 13.—1 observed at an en- 
tertainment on the City of Rome steamer 
coming out that all the Americans were pro- 
fusely enamored ot Royalty. One person 
from Illinois grew really pathetic over Vic- 
toria, and his voice trembled, and he made 
the British passengers weep, 

At this City of Bath, so long the royal city 
of summer season, the Saratoga of the Brit- 
ish Isles, I see the last mal@ King of En- 
giand but one recorded in many a relic and 
scene, and I fall to wondering how the insti- 
tution of royalty is going to agree, after 
Victoria’s death, with a full-blooded young 
man. There is no way to atiswer this sug- 
gestion but by giving a casein point, which 
is seldom referred to in these days of Anglo- 
mania. 

George IV. was born In 1762, just previous 
to the opening contentions between England 
and her American colonies, in the Palace of 
St. James. It was a Saturday morning in 
June, when about half past 8 o’clock the 
midwife announced that a Prince was born. 
The celebrated Dr. Hunter, who had recent- 
ly been demonstrating the ignorance éf all 
physicians about venereal complaints, was 
close by, but was not called in through the 
Queen’s prejudice. 

This child was to be the heir to the throne, 
and the young King, his father, gave £500 to 
the messenger. This father was then only 
24 years old, and was destined to live until 
his babe should be 58 years old, much to the 
disgust of the said babe. 

The Queen, who also reigned fifty-seven 
years, and was to have fifteen children, had 
only been married nine months and a few 
days to George III., and that King had only 
been on the throne about two years. 

When George IV. was hardly washed by 
the midwife twenty great w ns went past 
the palace carrying treasure just taken from 
a Spanish prize. “ 
he King had the Prince made Prince of 
Wales by his father’s favor, and not by de- 
scent. George LV. was created Prince of 
LF by patent when he was about a week 
0 


About the same time St. James’ Palace was 
thrown open for two hours on certain days 
of the week to let the baby be seen, and so 
many gentiefolks came that it cost £300 a day 
to feed them with cake. ‘rhe Archbishop of 
Canterbury christened the child under the 
names of George Augustus Frederick, and 
the Duke of Devonshire was a godfather. 
The Queen came outof bed so quick to mingle 
in the festivities that one of the preachers 
issued a sermon against it. Then there 
was arow because the child was going to 
be vaccinated, which was not considered a 
safe or godiy thing-—nothing having been 
said about vaccination in the early part of 
the Christian religion. ‘The young child was 


| painted all his life more than any other hu- 


man being ever was, in portraits, medallions, 
wax, naked, etc. He was suckled by a Scotch 
woman. No Prinee ever had so much pet- 
ting, and no Prince .ever turned out to be 
meaner, falser, and, finally, more unpopular, 
than George LV. 

When he was 3 years old he replied in per- 
son to an address, saying: “ I thank you for 
this mark of your duty to the King, and wish 
prosperity to the charity.”’ 

. At8 o’clock every morning this child, and 
some others that were born consecutively, 
were brought to breakfast with their parents 
at Kew. At9 years old George was devoted 
to a German education. He had schoolmas- 
ters enough around him to haive retined a 
mule. One of his little brothers had already 
been made a Bishop, and the Bishop and the 
future King used to fight like Saul and Da- 
vid. At 14, King George ILI. and his prince- 
ly son mutually hated eaclyother, and it was 
said of the son that he had no awe of either 
his father or mother. . 

Lord North, the man who taxed America, 
not only had all the Colonies fighting on his 
hands, but all se teachers of George LV. 
to fuss with. Eight hours a day young 
George had to stu the classics. and lan- 
guages, and they had a little farm and 
thrashed out their own wheat, and on holi- 
py they were taken to see their parents up 
at Windsor Palace. 

At 19 Wales became the heir to the throne 
legally, and his father would not have him 

afound with him, so tthe young fel- 
ow began, witb his brotif@rs, to pick up the 
gay nobles of the day who told them how to 
cheat po yenhe ry and improve their free- 
dom. Thé@ stupid German sergeant proven 
of discipline had really ruined the children 
of George II1. 

There was terrific scrofula all through the 
reigning family of England, and Wales 
brought it out on himself by private drink- 
ing, as his father forbade him the bottle, and 
his young brother—the Bishop—was drunk 
a large part of the time. The Duke of Cum- 
berland, an infamous man, began to mislead 
his royal nephews, and{ George III. n 
found thatan actress—Mrs. Robinson—had 
not only become the mistress of Wales, but 
was about to blackmail him, threatening to 
publish ali his love-letters. unless his royal 
father paid up. She received $25,000 for 
them, but the woman meantime executed a 
bond for $100,000, which was bought back 
from her for $2,000. The womap fell into 
misery and beggary. 

His father now declined to let him visit 
the nobility at their homes, and it is said 
that it was his mother who instructed her 
husband to alternately court and repel her 
eldest son. Im1780, near the time that Lord 
Cornwallis wa8 catching it, the King gave 
Wales a _ private establishment, sixteen 
horses, and many servants. 

On New-Year’s Day the Prince went to 
court in powder, a pink silk coat, white silk 
waistcoat, his cocked hat tull of beads, and 
with a very ingenuous manner. He was free 
and off-hand, sang and swore, and could 
speak three languages beside English, and 
play the fiddle. He was a bar-room fighter; 
had been trained to put up his hands, and the 
first year he spent $59,000 on hisclothes. He 
opened a club, to which were invited the 
ladies and the prostitutes, and every night he 
got drunk more or less and-had a dog-fight 
or some other orgy. The King felt dreadful 
about this behavior, but the King’s brother, 
Cumberland, encouraged it to go on. Cum- 
berland kept a faro-bank to win his royal 
nephew’s money, and called the Prince 
* Taffy,” in allusion to his being of Wales, 
as “ Taffy was a Welshman.” 

_ The father of the Duke of Orleans, Philip 
ae came to England, and Prince George 
1V. chose him for his regular companion, 
and among those.who followed them were 
British officers just returned from the Amer- 
ican war, such as Lord Rawdon, Cornwallis, 
Erskine, and others. Fox, celebrated 
statesman, became very thick with the 
Prince. In 1782, Lord North’s Ministry hav- 
ing failed to reconquer America, the King 
brought in the Whigs, and Fox among them 
as the Foreign Secretary. The King hated 
Fox as one of the instigators of his son’s ex- 
cesses. Fox at that time wore a dress 
copied exactly from George Washington’s 

niform,;and his friend. the Duke of Port- 

d, rejoiced at the loss ofan English ship 
war sent to America. Fox at that time was 
33 years old, a nearly ruined gambler with 
impaired health, with harsh, dark features, 
and descended from Charies II. 

About the time the United States was ac- 
knowledged by the King the son was already 
ory in debt from his gambling experiences 
with Fox and others. ‘he Prince received 
£100,000 a year. His father fought against 
this amount, and the Ministry was about to 
resign because they could not confer it on 
the young scapegrace. Ultimately the Prince 
got £380,000 a year, partly to pay his debts. 

In 1783 Wales took Carleton House, aiarge 
residence in the middle of Westminster, 
London, and for forty years it swallowed up 
money from the people for repairs, addi- 
tions, furniture, etc., and started the Prince 
on a career of building which he never 


stopped. 

e took his seat in the House of Peers 
about the time old Franklin was coming 
home with the none d of peace for America.

Calais or The Hague. The Cabinet thoug 
it disgraceful to have a British Prince and 
heir apparent to the throne living out of the 
country as a fugitive. Hesaid to the Minis- 
ters: “ My expenses are/twice my income; I 
am ruined if I stay in England.” 

At 23 he took a mistress, Mrs. Fitz Herbert, 
28 years old, the youngest daughter of a 
country squire named imythe, and whose 
two hus had both died, leaving her 
$10,000 a year. She had good humor, good 

r, 
nature, a round, pretty face, and full, finely- 
cut li ales met her at Richmond Hill, 
near London. He wanted her to marry him, 
and beca uge she would not do so stabbed 
himself. She fled to Holland, and he pur- 
sued her with couriers and letters, affecting 
despair. She was a Catholic. Finally she 
married him, the preacher, Mr. Burt, receiv- 
ing £500 for performing the ceremony. The 
marriage was invalid in law, and the woman 
was atonce made unhappy by the Prince’s 
drunkenness. 

He went to the Newmarket and bet 
heavily, a piayeddennia, and cultivated 
mesmerists. ox, in order to get money 
voted Wales by Parliament, denied 
Wales had been privately married, and was 
immediately afterward told by a gentleman 
that he had been present at the ceremony. In 
reality, the Prince committed his friend 
gained his advan and reduced his real 
wife to the position of a mistress. Eaveres 06 
the wives of the nobility visited Mrs. tz 
Herbert, and Lord George Gordon, the hero of 
the Gordon riots—described in Dickens’ novel 
“ Barnaby Rud rtone > ng, got out a sub- 
peena for the Prince’s wife. 1786 the House 
of Commons voted him nearly $1,000,000 to get 
him out of debt, and the King then gave him 
a public reception. The times were then so 
drunken that Pitt, who was then considered 
the ablest man in the Ministry, broke down 
in Parliament with drunkenness. 

The games then played were faro and ma- 
coa, and Crockford’s wasthe great gambling 
hell. Persons proposed by the Prince him- 
self for members to clubs were bilack-balled. 
He was present at a prize-fight in Brighton, 
— one of the pugilists was killed on the 
Spo 

When he was 20 years old he began to 
resort to London and Brighton, the latter 
place being chiefly his creation. He there 
constructed an Oriental palace, which was 
many years in construction, and cost enor- 
mous sums. It still remains intact as a show 
in a park, and | have been through it. 

When he was 24 years of age his father 
George IIL. had a fit of insanity, and collared 
his son, and there was a scene in the royal 
household that might have shocked a mad- 
house. The cause of George IIL’s insanity 
was the loss of his American colonies and 
his son’s vile behavior. The Prince made 
reatly to succeed his father, supposing he 
was going to die, but the old man recovered, 
and all- the Prince’s friends thought 
their noses would be out of joint. Fox under- 
took to put the Prince at the head of the 
Government, and Pitt seized me eoperinay 
to stand in well with the King. e Prince 
would have been made Kegent at the age of 
27 but for his marriage with a Catholic. 

The K recovered and the French revo- 
lution broke out, but his wite endeavored to 
keep him from being reconciled to his sons. 
A duel was fought between the Duke of 
York, the brother of the Prince, and a Col. 
Lenox. In his despair for money the 
Prince began to issue bonds of a per- 
sonal nature to be negotiated in foreign 
countri payable in treble the amount 
after he had secured the crown. One loan 
was created to the amount of >1,750,000, to 
stand for twenty-five years. It is charged 
that seven persons were thus executed for 
loaning money to a foreign Prince whose 
title was to be King of Great Britain, France, 
and Ireland. 

Mrs. Fitz Herbert, the Prince’s wife, was 
nearly thrown in jail for debt, which the 
Prince could not pay. and the money Rad to 
be raised from a pawnbroker. The Prince 
won the Derby in 1783, and in four years he 
won 185 races, and in twenty years 313. His 
favorit jockey was Sam Chipney. 

All the Prince's brothers pases mar- 
riages like himself. Frederick Augustus, 
the sixth son, married a daughter of the 
Ear! of Dunmore, who had been Governor 
of Virginia. They were married in Kome. 
Thereupon a Royal Marriage act was passed. 

The Prince now took Lady Jersey as a pri- 
vate mistress, though she was the friend of 
his private wife. About the same time, in 
his 32d year, he made a royal marriage with 
the Princess Caroline, the niece of his Sather 
and his own cousin. She was 27 years 
old. Her father was openly licentious. 
She wrote to one of her friends: “I am 
indifferent to my marriage, but not adverse 
to it. Ithink I shall be happy, but I fearmy 
joy will not be enthusiastic. The man of m 
choice [ am debarred from possessing, and 
resign yy" to my destiny.” 

When e met Caroline for the first time in 
St. James Palage, she kneeled to him, when 
he raised her up, kissed her, said one word, 
and then turning round exclaimed: “ Harris, 
I am not well, get mea giass of brandy !’’ 

‘*Had you not better have a giass of 
water »’’ said the attendant nobleman. 

“No!” he cried. “I will go to the Queen,” 
and he left his future bride bewildered and 
alone. 

The marriage ceremony was performed at 
night , by Archbishop of aan, gtr It 
is said the Prince was drunk, and rose 
from his knees befere the ceremony was half 
over. He introduced her to his blackguard 
companions, whe were constantly drunk and 
sleeping in thei™boots on the sofas. 

The Prince’s debts now mounted up again 
to nearly $3,000,000, Caroline’s royal mother- 
in-law stole a package of the Princess’ let- 
ters to Germany and found herself grossiy 
described. In 1796, the last year of Washing- 
ton’s Administration, the Princess was deliv- 
ered of a daughter, Charlotte Augustus, who 
married Prince opold, and afterwards 
died in childbed, thus preventing any heir of 
George [V. mounting the throne, 

The real love of the Prince, Mrs. Fitz 
Herbert, was still respected by the Queen 
and the royal family, and after a brief inter- 
val they lived together again. Parliament 

assed a law making it illegal “ to trust’’ the 
eir apparent to the Throne. 
ln 1806 the Prince, who was a constant 
adulterer, though 44 years old, discovered 
that his wife, Caroline, was imitating him. 
Lady Douglass, one of the Princess’ house- 
keepers, declared the Princess be un- 
chaste. Pitt and Fox died cl together 
about this time—Fox the Prince’s friend to 
the last. ‘ 

The#rince’s brother, the Dukeof York, 
now began to sell positions in the army 
through a Mrs. Clark, and, though he was 
guilty, he was acquitted on trial. Such was 
the tendency to secret love in this family that 
the amiable Princess Amelia, who died at 27 
years of a and on whose account ber 
father @naily went crazy, was secretly mar- 
ried ‘a Captain, and afterward General, 
Fitzroy. Itis said that nearly all her sisters 
contracted similar alliances with persons in 
private life. 

The old King went insane, and would dress 
up in top-boots and a blue cocked-hat, and go 
around switehing his boots with a rod; then 
suddenly he would cry out, “ God help me! 
and fall on the ground in a fit. Such was 
the man who undertook to conquer the 
Americans. 

At 49 years of age George IV., who was to 
be, became Regent of the Kingdom. The 
legitimate King ot France, though an exile 
from his country—Louis X Vill.—went to 
the Prince’s féte, and George led him in at 
Carleton House. George still lived with Lady 
Fitz Herbert, who was most of the time at 
Brighton, and gave suppers and bails. 

One night at Carleton House the Regent 
Prince, being drunk at a great banquet, be- 
gan to abuse a Whig statesman, when one of 
them present arose and protested. The 
Princess Charlotte Augusta, being present, 
burst into tears, and the poet Sheridan led 
her to the door, whereupon Byron wrote: 

Weep. daughter of a royal line, 
A Sere’e disgrace. a reaim’s decay; 
Ab! bappy if each tear of thine 
Could wash a father’s fault away. 


Weep! for thy tears are virtue’s tears, 
Hope solely of these suffering isles! 

And may eacb drop in future years 
Repay thee by thy peopie’s smiles. 

The newspapers atonce began to attack 
the Prince, and he became very unpopular 
with the people, and was ‘hissed in the 
streets. The Prime Minister, Percival, was 
murdered by a lunatic. 

The young Princess; George’s daughter, 
espoused her mother’s cause, and her own 
father was jealous of her. Being refused 
permission to see her daughter, the Kegent’s 
wife started a domestic excitement that em- 
broiled the whole Kingdom. While Welling-

The coffin of Charles I. was opened at 
Windsor and the Regent saw the mony, 
that unhappy monarch whose head had n 
sewn on, though the threads were decayed. 
His hair was of a dark-brown color and his 
beard brown. The compiexion of the skin 
was dark and discolored. The cartilage of 
the nose was gone, but the left eye on the 
moment of exposure was open and full, 
though it vanished immediately. Byron 
wrote on this scene, when the Prince stood 
between the coffins of Charles L and Henry 
VILL. as foliows:

Napoleon was overthrown at this time, and 
the nation was inatumult of joy. The ex- 
iled —_ of France was sent home with cere- 
mony, while the Prince’s cousin wife 
were driven out of the country by neglect 
and contempt, and the Regent’s daughter 
had to fly from his anew People began 
to besiege Carleton House in great numbers, 
and the Prince had a loaf of bread left him 
steeped in blood. The Prince’s debts again 
amounted to nearly $2,000,000, 

In 1820 the insane old King died, after sur- 
viving George Washington twentf-one years, 
and, like Washington, he was bled of eighty 
ounces of blood. He was one of the most 
robust-looking men in the Kingdom. 

George LV. was crowned in his 60th year 
wit? magnificent display, and his Queen, 
who had n abroad, resolved to come back 
and share in his dignities and revenues, and 
be crowned also. The King’s royal robes 
cost $125,000, besides his jewels, and that 
night Westminster Hall, where Charles L 
had been enticed, was the scene of a ban- 
quet, at which were eaten 7,000 pounds of 
bee 20,000 unds of mutton. The 
‘Queen was stopped on the way in by soldiers. 

The new King began to renovate the pal- 
aces of Windsor and Buckingham, the for- 
mer costing $2,500,000, He built Hyde Park 
Gates, visited Ireland and the Cont{aent anc 
Scotland, where he saw Sir Walter Scott 
said to him: *““The man in Scotland whom I 
most wish to see; let him come up.” Scot 
who was a toady, having drank a glass o 


cherry brandy with the King, asked as a 
allowed to put

The troubles ot old age soon set in upon 
the King; his bladder was out of order, and 
exercise became hatefulto him. He laid in 
bed until 6 o’clock in the evenings. His 
rooms were kept at the temperature of a 
stove, while he drank great glasses of cherry 
brandy, and his brain was muddled all the 
time. He had become so gross and bloated 
that he had an idea of secluding himself from 
everybody. When he rodeout, no one was 
admitted to the forest. He became almost 
blind, and dropsy and affections of the heart 
began to setin. He imagined that he rode 
race horses that had just won victories. He 
began to read the Bible somewhat, and the 
Archbishop of Canterbury prayed with him, 
and he said “amen” several times. 

One Friday night in 1830 the doctors told 
him that his last moments were actually ap- 
proaching. ‘*God’s will be done,” he said. 
‘** Where is Chichester?”’ meaning the Bishop. 

The Bishop came in and gave him the sac- 
rament. About midnight he slept a little and 
awoke near 2 o0’clock. Dozing in his chair, 
he felt faint and asked for sal-volatile, but 
could not swallow it. Pressing the hand of 
an cee ry! he said, ““My boy, this is 
death!’’ He half closed his eyes, sank back 
in his chair, and expired about 8 o’clock. 

There were 500 different pocket-books 
found in his effects, and money scattered 
about every where—about $50,000 in his pock- 
ets, a prodigious quantity of women’s hair 
and gloves. 

He had nearly $9,000,000 worth of royal 
plate, one service dining 140 persons. His 
coronation had cost $1,750,000, In his dying 
moments it seems that he thought of Mrs. 
Fitz Herbert, who hadoffered to watch over 
his illness. It is said that her locket was at- 
tached to a piece of dirty black ribbon tied 
around his neck. 

When his brother, King William IV,, took 
the throne, he offered to make Mrs. Fitz Her- 
bert a Duchess. She, however, declined, say- 
ing that she had borne through lite a private 
name, had never disgraced it, and did not 
wish to change it. She was always treated 
like a lady, and lived to be 80 years old, 
and had an annuity of $30,000 a year. All 
her papers were destroyed at her death to 
prevent the royal family being scandalized. 

George IV. was‘a liberal man, and more- 
over had certain religious feelings. He 
loved literature, and ott was his favorit 
author. Jovial, clever, and good-natured 
he affords the spectacle of a life wrecke 
by self-indulgence - inordinate love of 
pleasure. 

His unfortunate wife died in 1814, when 
he was in lreland. His brother, who became 
King after him, had been a midshipman in 
New York, and was privately married to a 
Mrs. Jordan, an actress, during his service. 
Victoria is a niece of these two Kings, and 
the daughter of their brother, and a grand- 
og my of George lil. She has improved 
by their example.

THE APACHES. 


They Are on a Murderous Baid in 
Mexico. 

Tucson, Ari., Aug. 9.—The Star’s Mexi- 
can special from Guaymas, Sonora, says: 
Last Wednesday the Apachés raided and 
killed all the inhabitants of the Rancho Cari- 
so, Sahuaripa District, Sonora, Mex., women 
and children included, and burnt the houses. 
Saturday morning they murdered a vaquero 
near Pelomas, two escaping, being for- 
tunately a little behind the one shot. 
On Monday they ambuscaded a _  scout- 
ing party of rancheros consisting of 
fourteen men, two of which only escaped 
eleven being left on the field, while one of 
them, who was shot through both legs, was 
dragged ashort distance into the bush. 
This massacre occurred at Hedionda 
Mine, which is but a short distance from the 
Yaqui River at Recods, and lies between the 
California ana Potrer Mines, belonging tw 
the Labarranca Mill & Mining Company. 
The same day the mail-rider was also shot 
while crossing the Rio Chico. 


A STRANGE FUNERAL. 


Burial of the Greek Patriarch of Je- 
rus«lem. 

A clergyman writing from Jerusalem to 
the New York Christian Advocate says: 

“On Fiiday, June 23, 1 saw the strangest 
sight I ever witnessed in my life in the 
funeral of the Greek Patriarch Oreotheus, 
as nearly as I can spell his name. It was a 
great funeral, as he was a great man, being 
second greatest Greek Patriarch in the world, 


and second to none in spiritual authority. In, 


a civil senso the Patriarch of Constantinople 
is greater. 

“The Patriarch was injured by falling 
from his horse, and died after lingering for 
about two or three weeks. Seeing so many 
people passing to and from the Constantine 
Church of the Greek Convent, we went to 
see what was the matter. We found the <de- 
ceased patriarch clothed in the robes of his 
office, silk and gold. richly embroidered, 
seated upon a thron ing the altar. Al- 
though he was only 65 years of age, he 
looked very venerable with his long flowing 
gray beard. He had a golden crown upon 
his head, with enameled settings on four 
ae representing the Virgin, the nativity, 


resurrection and ascension, and sur- 4 


mounted by an elegant diamond 
cross. His breast was covered with 
golden crosses and precious stones. He had 
a crozier or sceptre of gold and silver leaning 
against the throne, while in -his right hand 
was a Testament, and in his left a picture 


of the Virgin and Child. Behind the 
throne was standing a priest reading 
continuously in Greek appropriate paSsages 


for the dead. And from eariy morning till 5 
o’clock im the evening a pertect stream of 
people were passing back and forth. who 
would Kneel, kiss the Patriarch’s hand, then 
the Testament which he held in it, and after- 
wards cross themselves and passout. He 
was quite a rich man before he became 
Patriarch,his fortune being 40,000 Napoleons. 
This fortune he divided among the poor, the 
Church, and his sister. He was buried the 
Same day ue died, and the funeral was quite 
a novel affair. Just before the funeral a 
motiey crowd ot Turks, Arabs, Bedouins, 
Nubians, Jews, and representatives of al- 
most every nation, in alinost everv imagina- 
ble costume, gathered on Mount Zion. . First 
in the procession came a band of clarionets, 
then a band of brass instruments, playing 
what [ would consider a lively air, and not 
the least novel was an enormous bass druni. 
Following the band were quite a number of 
Students, with very lon hair, whe 
were preparing for the priesthood; then 
came the ordained priests, then the 
Bishops, dressed in elegant cloaks. All, 
except the soldiers who followed, carried 
candles draped with black crape. After the 
soldiers came the Janissaries of all the Con- 
suis, and of the different convents, ia what 
seemed to me very wild costumes, suome- 
thing like our Awerican indians. Then 
came Bishops bearing a kind of lanterns, 
and crosses of silver and gold. An old man, 
in avery gorgeous dress, who, as 1 was in- 
formed, was next to the patriarch himself, 
was bearing the deceased patriarch’s silver 
and gold sceptre. Then came the body, in 
full dressas I had seen it in the morning, 
with the crown on his head, and seated on 
his throne, as if he were alive. The proces- 
sion made a stran impression upon my 
mind as | watched it slowly move towards 
the Zion spate. and listened to the weird 
chanting of the priests. He was buried ina 
sitting posture, along with about two bush- 
els of incense and myrrh.”

The horrur 
which his apparition excited was caliniy net 
by the matter-of-fact question, ** What else do 
you expect ne to do, when my clothes are 
leftin the bedroom, and there is no way to 
the bedroom except through here?” ‘Tre- 
“stag-eved ’’—as in- 
dicating the fixed, full, unblinking gaze 
which characterized him. His body, es- 
pecially legs and thighs, was finely formed; 
and his powers of active exertion, as in 
climbing hills, distanced all the party. 


Is72, JAN. 7.—Spent the day with Tre- 
lawny, at his invitation: arrived at 2, and re- 
mained till 11, Trelawny keep up, with- 


out ever flagging, a conversation about Shel- 
ley, Byron, and several other matters. He 
told me a number of interesting details. He 
showed me a bit of Shelley’s jaw-bone which 
he snatched from the funeral pyre, charred 
white, with the teeth-sockets showing; his 
features were almost gone when the burning 
took Place. I described to Trelawny the spot 
which was shown to me last summer at Via- 
reggziv as being the site of the cremation: he 
thinks the information given to me must 
have been inaccurate, the true spot being 
further away from the town, and only 
“seven yards’”’ from the sea. He has 
himself also written down some anec- 
dotes and reminiscences, which I read: 
valuable and interesting, but possibly 
(1 fancy) a little dressed up in some details 
—mostly what he had before told me. Tre- 
lawny’s spelling is singularly faulty fora 
wan 6f so many literary associations. He 
wrote. down in Byron’s death-chainber a 
nuwb@r of details of the poet’s last hours, 
given him by the valet Fletcher; these have 
never been published, nor did Fletcher so 
freely relate the real facts to members of the 
Byron family. Byron hada habit of keeping 
by his bedside a Bibie and two pistols. Near 
his end he made some remark in a spirit of 
resignation to Fietcher, who, being of a 
“canting” turn (according to Trelawny), 
availed himself of the opportunity to open 
the Bible, and began reading f¥om it to By- 
ron; but the latter stopped ‘him, saying, 
“Shut it up; that is all weakness, weakness, 
weakness!” striking- his hand on his 
forehead. Byron had no palate. Trelawny 
could mix his gin-and-water as weak as he 
chose without Byron’s taking any notice of 
it whatever; ouce he purposely missed out 
the gin altugewier, and Byron seemed struck 
by it only after several sips. Byron’s left 
leg and foot were much worse than the right. 
The toes of both feet were perfectly well 
formed, and Byron used to wear linen panta- 
loons with straps in bathing. (Trelawny 
says thisis quite common, especially with 
seafaring people). Hence it is that, althouga 
Trelawny had often seen Byron bathing, he 
did not accurately understand the conditiou 
of his legs and feet till he viewed the corpse. 
This is a point that has struck several peuple 
(myself included) as not accounted for in 
Trelawny’s bouk of * Reminiscences.” Tre- 
lawny considers that Shelley, had he survived, 
would have joined him and Byron in the Gre- 
cian expedition, but would not have madea 
rood soldier, Neither did Byron show the 
east faculty that way or as a political leader. 
(Mvore, | may observe, gives a contrary 
idea.) Had Byron lived on, a movement 
would have been started to make him King 
ot Greece, and Trelawny thinks the thing 
would have been achieved. Sheiley, he says, 
was utterly fearless in every way—stand.ug 
on the edge of precipices, etc. Trelawny 
thinks also he had no sensation of horror as 
connected with the conception of death— 
only ideal lings ia relation to death, and 
mostly evefl aspirations towards it. I did 
not care to discuss >this point niinutely, but 
myself consider there is auwple evidence in 
Shelley’s poems of a marked hvorrof® and 
shrinking from whatsoever has a disgustful 
physical aspect in death. 

‘fr n. 15.—1 called again by appointment on 
Trelawny who treats me most Kindly. He 
showed me two lecvters from Shelley to God- 
win (copies), written just befgre he left En- 
gland in i816. They show chat Sheil was 
then raising £300 to give to Godwin, alfhouch 
not on geod terms with him. He considered 
Godwin to have wrongfully objected, con- 
trary to his own avowed principles, to the 
connection subsisting between Shelley and 
Mary Godwin; while Godwin, it might ap- 
pear, supposed Shelley to be alienated from 
him by the influences of aristocratic birth, 
etc. Trelawny has also lent me three or 
four more letters of Shelley, copied out for 
Miss Clairmont by her neice, relating as I 
observe on @ Cursory inspection, to the mar- 
riage with Mary. ‘These [shall read at home 
at my leisure. Shelley, says Trelawny, 
never smoked, but twlerated any amount 
of smoking in Trelawny himself or others; 
Byron also could not smvoke. Shelley 
may (as Hogg and Peacock intimate) have 
cared about babies at one time, but he took 
no interest in children. He was as dex- 
terous with his legs as other people with 
their arms; in the arms he was comparative- 
ly weak. 

JAN. 23.—I went round to Trelawny’s to 
return him the Shelley letters he had jent 
me. He was not in, but I had some conversa- 
tuon with Miss T——r. Trelawny, she says, 
bathes every morning without exception in 
cold water, and at the seaside he bathes in 
the sea in addition atall seasons. This past 
November, however, being unusually cold, 
he did not go through the seabathing. He 
often takes Turkish baths also. His lone- 
standing habit of wearing no stockiugs was 
acopted principally with a view to keeping a 
h aithy heatin the feet; this used to +h 
ficient while he wore stockings, and he set 
Lue macter right by leaving them off. 

JAN. 30.—1 called again on Trelawny, and

THE CALIPHATE. 


Three Claimants—The Sultan of Tur- 
key{ the Emperor of Morocco, and 
the Sheriff of Mecca. 

New Yark World. 

Now that Arabi’ Bey has warned England 
that her folly in bombarding Alexandria will 
probably lead to a Jehad or “ Holy War,” 
and has sent an ultimatum to Constantinople 
notifying the Sultan that if he comes to the 
aid of Bheland the ‘House of Ottoman will be 
deposed and the Sheriff of Mecca proclaimed 
Caliph, it is in order to see what Arabi Bey 
is talking about. The word Caliph simply 
means *“*successor.” Mahomet died without 
making any provision for the future adminis- 
tration of the state, Indicating @ suc- 
eessor, or leaving a natural heir, and 
a contest, therefore, soon arose between 
his father-in-law, Abu Bekr, and his relative 
and son-in-law, Ali, while the people of 
Medina demanded the election of one of their 
own number. Abu Bekr was finally elected 
and took the title of Caliphet-Besul-Allah, or 
Deputy of the Prophet of God. He nom- 
inated Omar, the conqueror of Egypt and 
Jerusalem, who adopted the title of Emir-al- 
Mumenin, or Commander of the Faithful. 
Omar was stabbed while at his devotions and 
left the succession to six electors, or heirs 
presumptive, who were to decide by lot orby 
their votes the order of inheritance. One of 
these, sacrificing his right for the privilege 
of naming the first to serve, nominated Oth- 
man, the conqueror of Persia and Eastern 
Africa, and the first successful Arab Ad- 
miral. He was murdered in 665 through 
the intrigues of the Prophet's widow, 
Ayesha, and Ali at last succeeded to the 
headship of Islam. His accession split 
the Mussuilman world into its two great 
sects of the Shiites and the Sunnites, the lat- 
ter of whom denied his right torule. The 
Sunnites, or orthodox Mahometans, how 
form the great mass of the Moslem popula- 
tions, having 145,000,000 out of the 175,000,000 
“believers.”” The “sect of Ali” counts 1,- 
000,000 adherents, mostly in Persia and Ludia, 
who refuse to tolerate the claims of any one 
now in authority to the title of Imaum and 
Caliph, but hold it in abeyance, awaiting the 
advent of El Mehdi, who is to reunite Islam, 
Ali, after a troubled reign, was killed by 
three fanatics who had undertaken to pacify 
the Moslem world by removing him and his 
principal rival, Moawiyah, who had estab- 
lished himself in Damascus and had even 
seized the two holy cities of Mecca and 
Medina. His elder son, Hassan, succeeded 
him for a short time, but abdicated—under 
compulsion—to Moawiyah, and died op- 
portunely, his brother Husseim being 
killed. With Hassan ended the lineof “ per- 
fect Caliphs,” whose period extended from 
A. D. 6&2 to A. D. 661. Moawiyah made 
Damascus the-.seat of the Caliphate, and 
made the title hereditaryin hisfamily. This 
Ommiade dynasty lasted till 750; the heredi- 
tary line, however, being broken by Merwan 
I., who transferred the Caliphate to his own 
son, to the exclusion of his ward, the brother 
of Moawiyah LI. In course ot time the puw- 
er of the Ommiades was sapped by the Sniahs, 
who were joined by the descendants of Ma- 
homet’s uncle Abbas. Abbas the Bloody 
marching into Syria, routed Merwan IL ot 
the OUwmiades line and founded the dynast 
of the Abbassides. Merwan [L was killed. 
His younger son, AbdDderralhman, escaped to 
Spain and founded the dynasty of the Sp "- 
ish Ommiades, whose court at Cordova lug 
rivaled in splendor that of Bagdad; but 
whose line ended in 1081, just thirty-five 


years before the conquest of England by | 


William ot Normandy. 

The second Abbasside Caliph, Ahnansour 
the Victorious, rewoved the seat of the dy- 
nasty to Bagdad. There thesplendid Haroun 
al Raschid reigned and made himseif im- 
mortal. The Barmecides who served him 
got their reward by being massacred and 
left their name to figure like that of Duke 
Humphrey in the ansais of literature and of 
famine. Under Haroun’s son, Al Mamoun, 
the disintegration of the Empire, by the es- 
tablishment of remote independent States, 
made rapid progress. His brother and suc- 
cessor, Al Motassem, brought in the Seljuks 
as his body-guard, to the ultimate desiruc- 
ion of his house... Gradually the Abbasside 
Caliphs sank into the position of mere popes, 
the temporal power being usurped by the 
body-guard, until, in 1258, Mustasem was 
slain, when the Mongols toé6k Bagdad. Thus 
closed the history of the Cadjiphate of Bazg- 
dad. In 909 the partisan? of Aii—who 
took the name of Fatimites, as claim- 
ing descent from Fatima, the daugh- 
ter of the Prophet ana wife of Ali, 
and who, after the triumph of the Abbas- 


sides, had set up a Caliphate of their own in. 


the northwestern portion of Africa—trans- 
ferred tne seat of their power to Egypt, 
where they remained till the extinction of 
the dynasty by Saladin in 1171. The most 
striking incident in the history of this race 
was the establishmentof the famous ** House 
of Wisdom” at Cairo. This was the ceutral 
lodge of the famous order of Assasins. 
Shortly after the taking of Bagdad, a young 
Arab named Ahwed appeared at Cairo and 
gave himself out to be an Abbasside and the 
sole survivor of the slaughtered house. The 
Mameluke g§ultan, Bibbars, desjous of giv- 
ing his claim to the throne sume show of le- 
gitimacy, acknowledged Ahmed’s spiritual 
authority as Caliph, though d’Herbelot’s ver- 
sion of Ahmed’s story makes it exceedingly 
doubtful whether the young Arab’s claim was 
not all moofishine. At any rate, Mostanser- 
billah, as Ahmed was now called, was duly 
recognized by Bibbars, and in return invested 
Bibbars with teufporal dominion over all 
Moslem countries. But having a prudent 
fear that Mostanserbillah might revoke this 
concession, Bibbars quietly withdrew his 


‘support from the fantom Caliph, who was 


promptly routed by the Mongols, and either 
knocked on the head or chased into €xile, 
Oddly enough, another “sole survivor” of 
the Abbasside dynasty promptly turned up 
ut Cairo, whum Bibbars ~ noted to the 
vacant dignity with even a inquiry than 
had been made in the case of Ahmed. Nom- 
inally the spiritual heads of Islam, butin 
reality puppets and prisoners withuut secu- 
lar powers or attributes of any kind, the 
‘“*restored Caliphs”’ remained in Egypt till 
1517, when the country was conquered by the 
Turks under Selim L, and Motewakkel, the 
last of the Calighs, was carried to Constapti- 
nople and “‘induced”’ to renounce the title 
which was assumed by the conqueror and 
has ever since been borne by the Ottoman 
Sultans. 

The claim of Sultan Abdul Hamid to the 
Caliphate, therefore, is canonically and his- 
torically untenable, although, as Mr. McCoan 
observes, “tiie and a consensus of Mussul- 
nan Opinion have created for the house of 
Othman quite as good a title to the office as 
could.be claimed by any of the dynasties 
since Ali and Hassan, and for all purpuses of 
practical politics its validity must now be 
recognized.”” It should be borne in mind not 
only that the claim of the Sultan to spiritual 
headship has been tacitly recognized for 
nearly four centuries, but also that during 
the last war with Russia the Sultan received 
assurances of sympathy and substantial con- 
tributions from all part ofthe Moslem world, 
and especially grom. India. [he native Mos- 
lem press of India is almost a unit in defense 
of his claim, which, according to the Ulemas, 
is valid on five grounds, being held by the 
right of the sword, by the election (the form 
of which is still kept up), by nomination (de- 
rived from the original cession to Selim), by 
virtue of the guardianship of the shrines of 
Mecca and Medina, and by virtue of the pos- 
session of the sacred relics. 

There are, howeeer, two passive claimants 
to the Caliphate—the Emperor of Mvrocco, 
as the representative of the old Spanish 
schism of Cordova, and the Sherif of Mecca, 
in whom are vested the rights of the Fatim- 
ites. The Moor is too remote from the cen- 
tre of Mahometanism to be effectively heard, 
but of wore iniportance are the claims of the 
Princes of the house of Koreish (of which 
the ostensible head is the Grand Sherif of 
Mecca), who trace their descent from Ali, 
and through Ali’s wife from the Prophet hin- 
self. Here, however, there is a curious com- 
plication by which the Sultan, while recog- 
nizing the validity of their claim, derives 
support from it for his own assumptions. He 
has formed with the Grand Sherif an “alli- 
ance of necessity,” by which ‘he protects the 
Sherif against the hostile tribes of Nejd, 
guards the pilgrims, on whose coming de- 
pends the prosperity of Mecca, and in addi- 
tion pays a large subsidy, aequiring in retur 
sovereignty over the Sherif’s possessions, a 
official patronage except in’ Mecca, and the 
power of remuving and nomiarting the Grand

Sultan, who was to occupy himself pre- 
eminently with spiritual affairs. But with 
the defeat of turkey by Russia the move- 
mient became Mahometan rather than 


Turkish, and Abdul Hamid, findimg that the 


Mahometans meant to elevate the Sherif of 
Mecca to the Canipbete, adrvitly placed aie 
self at tb- head of the Pan-Islamic agitatio 
and applied himself with equal assiduity and 
ability to extend the influence of Turkey 
among the remote Mussulman populations. 
fhe deposition of the Khedive and the as- 
sasination of the Sherif of .Mecca in March, 
1880, have been ascribed to the Suitan’s 
desire to get these opponents of the policy 
of Constantinople out of the way. 
All this shows that the situation is full of 
startling possibilities. The Mussulman world 
is in a state of unrest. The poral excite- 
ment concerning the coming of El Mehdi ex- 
tends throughout Asia as well as Africa. 
The numerical inferiority of the Ottoman 
Mahometans should not overlooked: To 
the 175,000,000 of Mahometans they only con- 
tribute 22,000,000, or one-eighth. While the 
Sultan has a good de-facto title to the Ca- 
liphate, from a legal point of view there 
would be no difficulty in finding fatal gaws 
in it, and either the Emperor of Morocceg§ re- 
viving the claim of the Cordovan dyffasty 
or the Sherif of Mecca, acting as the head ot 
that tribe of Koreish which the Prophet him- 
self designated as his heirs, would prove a 
dangerous competitor, especially outside of 
the Turkish limits. A successful adventurer, 
a fanatic, or a bola and skillful impostor can 
find material ready to his hand in Asia or 
Afriea, and it will be indeed a miracle if this 
fateful vear closes Without an outburst the 
extent of which can no more be predicted 
than the time, place, and manner in which it 
will begin. 


CURIOUS COREA. 


Commodore Schuieldt  Inaterviewed—A 
Queer People with Queer Customs,. 
Cleveland Leader, Awg. 8. 

A tall gentleman of military physique at- 
tracted the attention ofLa Leader commis- 
sioner yesterday as he watched the ebb and 
flow atthe Union Depot, Upon inquiry it 
was learned that the war! gentleman was 
Commodore &K. W. Schufeldt, of the United 
States! Navy, who was en route to 
his kome in the East Commodore 
Schufeldt was sent to China and Corea 
by the Government on an important diplo- 
matic mission, and reached this country but 
a few days since, having accomplished the 
service he was detailed to perform. Corea is 
a mountainous kingdom of Eastern Asia. 
The King is a vassal of the Chinese Empire, 
yet within his own country he is an absolute 
monarch. His name is so holy that no one is 
permitted to speak it, and it is rated high 
treason to touch his body with any weapon 
of tron. Tieng-tsong-tai-vang permitted 
himself to die of an abscess in the year 1800 
rather than permit his doctor to use a lance 
upon him. Every horseman that passes the 
palace of the King is compelled to dismount, 
and those who enter his presence must needs 
prostrate themselves befure the throne. 

There are eight provinces in the Kingdom, 
and each is presided over by a Governor. The 
Corean language is Turanian in its nature, 
but the educated classes have discarded it for 
Chinese. Buddhism is the official religion, 
and sacrifices of pigs, guats, and sheep are 
offered to the gods for ail purposes upon the 
least provucation. Piurality of wives is not 
twwlerated, but harems are in high fashion, 
and one of these arrangements is attached to 
the palace of the King. Children fare well 
among the people, and strong affection for 
their offspring is one of the redeewing traits 
of the Corean people Paper is the dnly 
thing of any consequence manufactured in 
the country, but trade there is entirely 
undeveloped. In 1867 several American ves- 
sels were burned by the natives, and Com- 
modore Schufeldt was sent by the Govern- 
ment to remonstrate with the Corean author- 
ities, but he tailed and returned. Admiral 
Rodgers in 1870 endeavored to enter Corea, 
and also failed, and the country still remains 
a sealed mystery to the civilized world. The 
Japs have got so far, however, as to be ai- 
lowed to station a permanent Minister at the 
Corean Capital, while three of the ports are 
open to Japanese trade, but further they 
dare not go. 

Commodore Schufeldt’s second mission to 
Corea was.to open that country to the world, 
and he was successful in deing so through 
the intervention of the Chinese Government. 
The mineral resources of Corea are said to 
be great, gold, silver, copper, iron-ore, and 
coal being reported to be a nong its hidden 
treasures. ‘The Corean wumen are not con- 
sidered of much importance by the males, 
and among the upper classes the marriage of 
a widow is considered disgraceful, and the 
production of the union, if there be any, is 
looked upon as being illegitimate. Widow- 
ers are, of course, free t) wed @ dozen times 
if they are so inclined. There is another cus- 
tom which Americans wiil have to remedy 
when they move over, and that is the cultiva- 
tion of snakes. The average Corean doies on 
reptiles, and views them with the most pro- 
found respect and awe. 


CATHERINE SEDGWICK. 


Her Impressions of Bryant, Harriet 
Martizeau, Fanny Kembie, and Fred- 
erika Bremer. 

Stockbridge (Mass.) Letter in Detroit Post. 

Directly across the street from where I 
write is the old Sedgwick mansion—a house 
for a century famous in the annals of this 
country. The head of the house, Judge Theo- 
dore Sedgwick, was a member of Washing- 
ton’s and Adams’ Administrations, and a 
man of note and value in the young Republic. 
Shortly after the adoption of the Massachu- 
setts Constitution of 1780, Elizabeth Freeman, 
a slave belonging toa Mr. Ashley, of Shef- 
field, having fled in consequence of ill-treat- 
ment, her master sued to recover his fugitfve 
slave. She was defended by Mr. Sedgwick, 
and by the court pronounced free. This was 
the first fruits of the State Bill of Rignts 
which pronounced all “born ‘free and 
equal.” Mr. Sedgwick’s distinguished 
daughter, Catherine, became one of the 
couutry’s best-known and best-loved authors 
in the years between 1820 and 1840, She was 
enthralled by the theology of John Calvin, 
fashionable then, but she possessed much 
wit, piquancy, and social brilliancy, which 
helped ber horizon till she counted among 
ber intimate friends such people as the Chaun- 
nings and the Deweys, and even such here- 
Serene us Fanny Kemble and Harriet Marti- 
neau. 

Halfacentury ago now Catherine Sedg- 
wick’s name was mentioned with those of 
the best authors of her day—Scott, Maria 
Edgeworth, Irving, Mrs. arbauld, F ted- 
erika Bremer, Miss Martineau, Fenimore 
Cooper, Mrs, Heimans, and Mrs. Jameson. 
With most or all of these s he was well ac- 
quainted—indeed, a majority of them came 
and visited herin Stockoridge. “ 


To see Miss 
Sedgwick was to see one of the lions of the day. 
Aliterarycircle gathered around her till Stock- 
bridge became and rewained tor some years 
the literary and ariistic centre of the United 
States—the Buston of Massachusetts. Miss 
Sedgwick’s mildest novels—‘* Hupe Leslie,’’ 
“The Linwoods,” “Married or Single,” 
“The Poor Rich Man,” * The Rich Poor 
Man,” etc.—are little read now, but then they 
were the rage, the fashion, and the delight. 
Yesterday I called at the house and walked 


‘through the ancient rooms and examined the 


ancient treasures which Miss Sedgwick her- 
self arranged. The authoress’ letters have 
been saved—a great trunk full of them and 
her manuscripts. 

From one of her letters, dated May, 1820, I 
quote: “I sent for Mr. Bryant last week, 
and he called tosee meon his return from 
court. I told bim Mr. Sewall had commis- 
sioned me to request some contributions 
from him ‘to a collection of hymns, and he 
said without any hesitation that he was 
obliged to:Mr. Sewall, and would with pleas- 
ure comply with his request. He has a 
charming countenance and very modest but 
not bashful manners. 1 made him promise 
to come and see us shortly. Heseemed grat- 
itied, and if Mr. Sewall has reason to be 
obliged to me I am doubly obliged by an op- 

rtunity of securing the acquaintance of so 
nterest a man.”’ 

Of Miss Martineau she wrote, Aug. 9, 1835: 
“Miss Martineau ana her attendant have 
paid their last visit to our valley. Her 
dress is simple, inexpensive, and appropri- 
ate.

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GRIZZLIES. 


A Nights Bear-Hunting on a BRidge of 


the Rocky Mountains, 
New York Sun. 

On THE LITTLE BLACKFOOT, Montana, 
July 10.—As 1 was sitting in a cabin last 
week listening to the stories told by-ranch- 
men, cowboys, and sheep-herders, a Yankee 
named Pierce came galloping down the trail 
on acayouse, reined up, and alighted, 

** Boys,”’ said he, “* Ll am the proudest man 
in the Territory to get into this valley again. 
I have been up on the Divide, sorter pros- 
pectin’ with Heath. We ran acrossa grizzly 
and she gave us a lively chase, didn’t spe, 
Heath ?” . 

‘She did,” said Heath, making his appear- 
ance. “1m glad to get down here myseif. 
We saw a she with cubs, and she drove us 
out, and we came blank near getting 
caught.” 

We learned that they had discovered abun- 
dant signs of grizzly bears. Heath, my 
brother Lewis, and I conciuded to go bear- 
hunting the next night, and tried to get more 
volunteers to accompany us, but the men all 
refused to go, saying “ they’d lost no bears, 
and didn’t like bear-meat anyhow.” How- 
ever, they took us in a wagon as high up 
toward the hunting-ground as the wagon 
would go, and, bidding us take good care of 
ourselves returned to the valiey. 

Heath had a Remington, wis an im- 
proved Winchester repeating rifle, and 1 two 
needle-guns. ‘The extra rifle I carried to set 
asatrap. We carried thirty rounds of car- 
mi ay apiece. These rifles all shoot equally 
well, carrying accurately 1,000 yards. A 
Remington is provided with a crank by 
wttich, after firme, the shell may be partly 
thrown out. This crank in the needle-zun 
removes the shell entirely, while in the Win- 
chester it throws out the shell, reloads, and 
cocks the gun. The Winchester can there- 
fore be fired and reloaded most rapidly, al- 
though the others work pretty quickly. 

Besides our guns, we carried a pasket of 
“erub,” an ax, apd two lariat ropes, which 
compelled us to tug along underabout thirty 
pounds apiece. ‘The sun was hot, and at 
every jull in the wind we were troubled with 
swarms of mosquitoes. After several hours’ 
walking we could look back over the foot- 
hilis upon the Nevada Creek Valley. We 
crossed a valley in which wasaciump of 
aspen. While we were passing close by this 
a slight stir in the bushes attracted the at- 
tenuon of Lewis, who was walking a little 
behind us. “Look out, boys!” he ex- 
claimed as he ran around to the right. A 
biack-tail doe trotted out through the tall 
bunch grass, looking back at Lewis. Heath 
and I had to throw down our baggage and 
load. We both fired at the same instant, re- 
loaded, and ran down to where we-had last 
seen the doe. We looked for her long ears to 
appear flying through the tall grass down the 
valley, but saw nothing of her. After the 
ouners had abafdoued their search for her I 
went back to the spot from which we had 
fired, and, judging as near as | could where 


she stood, walked down there, there I 
found her lywwg G4ead on the grass, her neck 
broken by a ball which had struck her just 


below the ear. 

We dragged the deer with our lariats near- 
lyamile. It was hard work, the sun was 
setting, and we were now in a wild and 
rugged place. Hastening on, we crossed a 
‘* park,” where the signs of bears were, I 
must say, too abundant to make our situa- 
tion comfortable. Here the grass had been 
torn up, immense tracks appeared in the 
spots devoid of grass, and huge rocks had re- 
cently been turned over. Not far from here 
the bear with cubs had attacked the men on 
the previous day. 

Across the park we found a few large firs 
standing near theedge. We threw ourselves 
upon the grass and rested. Thnesun had set, 
and twilight was slowly growing into dark- 
ness. We were tired and thirsty, and ha 
pily found a spring of water about 100 yards 
away. While the others went to work hear- 
tily at building a platform up in atree l 
shouldered my two rifles, and, with a large 
piece of the deer, went on up the hill to the 
summit.. Here 1 set one of my rifles, loaded 
and cocked, lashed to a couple of small 
pines, and having built of logs and rocks a 
shute leading to the muzzie, fastened the 
bait about Knee high directly in range, and 
connected it with the hair-trigger by a string, 
sv that the smallest disturbance of the meat 
would fire the rifle. 

When I returned the boys had finished the 
platiorm in the tree. This tree was a large 
one, perhaps seven feet in diameter, with 
two large limbs branchi out about fifteen 
feet from the ground and making an angle 
of 35to 40 degrees with each other. Our 
* roost” s covered with boughs lashed 
with ropes'to the limbs below, and suspend- 
ed from the limbs above. A small tree with 
the boughs. lopped off leaned against 
the large tree and served for a lad- 
der. We carried up our guns, ax, and pro- 
visions, and, having eaten our supper, set- 
tled down for the night. The place was still, 
save for the sighing of the pines, a full moon 
was shining, the tuick boughs above us cov- 
ered us with a deep shadow. The carcass of 
the deer was lying thirty paces from the tree 
in cne movnlight. ‘Fhe trailover which we 
had dragged it lay through an open, and was 

lainly visible for several hundred yards. 

Ve were in the heart of the Rocky Mount- 
ains, for the waters of the spring I have 
inentioned flow into the Yellowstone, while 
the waters of the slope where we had killed 
the deer are tributary to the Columbia. 

We waited about an hour, fighting mos- 
quitoes, and then the air cooled and the mos- 
guitoes disappeared. Suddenly the stillgess

who, although well informed, and capable of 
conversing upon the discoveries of Newton 
and questions of science, was utterly igno- 
rant that clouds and rain were produced 
from water evaporated from the Earth; and, 
when informed of it, denied it, on the ground 
that, if that was a fact, the water would as- 
cernd in the shape of clouds, and we could 
see it go up. 

‘ Although so little is generally known of 
the agencies employed in the production of 
rain, people nevertheless prophesy that man 
Will be able to control such elements, and to 
produce rain at his pleasure. Such people 
are confident of what some other people may 
be able to do, but they seldom or never aid in 


such discoveries. 

It was noticed dur the late War that 
great battles were yoy immediate! 
followed by copious rafns in the same local 
ity; and, if a battle laste: two or three days, 
rain occurred gn some occasions before the 
battle was over. The fact is often referred 
to now. It has also been noticed that exten- 
sive fires in forests bring their own extin- 
guishers, as they are usually followed by 
rain, and extinguished by it. It is hardly 
necessary to state that everybody has wit- 
nessed the occurrence of jightning and thun- 
der, and which afe usually accompanied by 
rain; and, although this phenomenon _has 
been observed ever since man was created, it 
has not been discovered, to my knowled 
that the phenomenon has anything to do w th 
the causes of fall rain, nor does any one 
seem to think thatit has. The fact, however, 
is as discernible as any fact in Nature, that 
lightning, or the disturbance called light- 
ning, is 

THE AGENCY EMPLOYED BY NATURE 


to produce a fall of rain in hot climates and 
hot seasons where other agencies fail or do 
not exist. If this be true, and if great battles 
and forest-fires are to any extent the cause of 
rain, is it not time that man discovered how 
such disturbances in Nature effect such a re- 
sult, and to make use of the knowledge if 
possible ? 

It is not certain that forest-fires do pro- 
duce rain, for they often continue a long 
tine before rain falls, a§d, though followed 
by rain in nearly every instance, and ex- 
tinguished by it, it does not seem certain 
that the fires preduced it, or that the rain 
would not have occurred at the same time 
had there been no fires. But the manifest 
influence of great battles upon the clima 
and the nearly simultaneous production o 
rain, with lightning, are too remarkable to 
admit of doubt that both these aisturbances 
are causes of rain. In explainmge why they 
produce it, Ishallshow why extensive fires 
also produce it, if they have that effect. The 
explanation will be more satisfactory if 1 
first advert to causes of -rain and other 
storms which take place when none of these 
phenomena occur. If any ohe will look ata 
teakettie upon a range, with boiling water in 
it, he will observe a very short distance from 
the nose what is ordinarily called steam, and 
a short space between the nose and the 
vapor there seen where nothing is discerni- 
ble. It is hardly necessary to state that the 
transparent space is occupied by steam in 
the condition of a gas, and which Is aiways 
transparent. If the atmosphere was suf- 
ficiently cold when the vapor is formed, the 
vapor would congeal and fall in flakes or 
crystals, producing snow. 

t might require a greater field of opera- 
tion than a tea-kettle to make these results 
appear satisfactory, but 

THE THEORY IS CORRECT, 

and these simple and well-known facts will 
illustrate the cause of the condensation and 
fall of rain, hail, and snow in cold seasons 
and in frigid latitudes. Thesup evaporates 
water from the surface of the earth; the at- 
mosphere becomes impregnated with it; the 
cold condenses it; and the law of gravitation, 
or what is called gravitation, brings it back 
again—operations of law all yn | to 

roduce and maintain vegetable and animal 


ife, 
It will be seen, therefore, that cold in cold 
seasons and latitudes is sufficient to cause 
the return of water to the earth which has 
been evaporated, and it is well known that 
lightning does not occur in the winter or in 
frigid latitudes, except in very few instances, 


where the temperature of the atmosphere is — 


raised and itis fullof vapor. Now, if coid 
—_— agent nature employs incold seasons 
deold latitudes to produce sucha con- 
densation of moisture that rain will fall, 
what agent must it employ in hot seasons 
and hot latitudes, when taere is so much 
more vapor in the atmosphere on account of 
the greater heat of the sun and more rapid 
evaporaiion of water? 
The occasional cool winds and the ranges 
of snow-clad mountains are not sufficient. 
Such winds are too rare and such mountains 
too limited in point ot locality. It is evident 
some other means must be employed in such 
places and seasons, or there could be no rain 
until the return of cold, and never if it did 
not return. Nota living thing or a particle 
of vegetation could exist on the Earth, ex- 
cept in proximity to those very high ranges 
of mountains whose frozen tops cool tlie 
vapor around them, discharging the rain, 
and watering their sides and the plains at 
their bases. 

It may be claimed by some that if the air at 
the tops of these mountains is sufficiently 
cold to cause them to be covered with snow 
and ice it would exist; it would exist also at 
the same altitude every where, be every- 
where the agent for the condensation of 
vapor and production of rain, But it must 
be remembered 1t is not the atmosphere that 
is heated by the Sun. The Sun 
DOES NOT HEAT DRY ATMOSPHERE ALL. 
it is only the moisture and other particles in 
it that it heats and expands; and the altitude 
of the region of cold air will depend upon the 
amount of heat in the vapor beneath it; and 
the extent of that evaporation the inten- 
sity of the heat would increase and the 
evaporation continue as long as there was 
any water on the surface of the Earth, if the 
hot rays of the Sun did not increase periodi- 
cally with the seasons, and Nature employ 
still another nt than cold to clear the at- 
mosphere of this immense amount of moist- 


re, 
7 Now, what is that agent or foree which 
does this, and supplies us with rain when 
there is no cold to do it? If the explanation 
or theory I give is correct, it seems to me 
that the only remarkable thing with respect 
to it is the fact—if it be a fact t it was 
not discovered as soon as electricity was dis- 
covered or understood. 1 have referred to 
lightning, great battles, and forest-fires as pos- 
sibie causes of rain. 1 will now undertake to 
explain why they do it.. If these commotions 
or disturbances in the atmosphere do pro- 
duce such a result, they each do itin the 
same wey and each of them indirectly pro- 
duces co d. 

Lightning causes a concussion or explo- 
sion in the atinosphere (by different currents 
of electricity coming in contact), and the ex- 
plosition causes @ vibration in the atmos- 
phere for miles around. This vibration or 
shaking of the atmosphere of course affects 
the moisture or vapor in it. It causes the 
fine particles of water to unite to some ex- 
tent. It produces a wind to the extent of 
the vibration, which has the effeet of cooling 
the vapor; and the rapid motion of the air 
releases the latent heat of the vapor—the 
three effects uniting to produce 4 rapid con- 
densation of vapor; and, when su sanity 
condensed to fourm drops, gravitation, 
ways instantaneous in its action, brings them

Extensive fires affect the atmosphere in a . 


more tardy manner, and the movements of 
the air caused by such fires cagnot be called 
vibrations. They cause s shapes in the at- 
mosphere by heating a part, which ascends, 
its place roe tiled by ex ' 
change producing a wind which to some ex- 
tent may cause a condensation of vapor, but 
it is doubtful if it ever causes rain. Every 
one understands why these fires take place, 
hy cannon are discharged on the bat- 
tlefield; ebut the question will be asked, 
ye by Baniaing does not occur at any time; 
or, Why it generally occurs with rain; and, 
Why do we have the most lightning in the 
hottest weather ? answers to in- 
uiries are as simple as the explanation of 

e effect of lightning. 

There are currents of electricity passing 
through the atmosohere more or less all the 
time; and it has been eee that the 
upper current is more héavily charged than 
the lower atmosphere. There is more moist- 
ure in the atmosphere in hot weather than in 
coid, for the reason that the sun evaporates 
more; otherwise no drouths or need of rain 
would occur. This immense amount of vapor 
intrudes upon the domain of these electrical 
currents, and causes the disturbances result- 
ing in lightning. It does it in one of two 

ays; and for the purposes of this article it 

immaterial which—for the result is the 
same. Waterisa conductor of electricity, 
and the vaporin the atmosphere either at- 
tracts these currents from their natural 
couse, causing them to comein conflict; or 
the vapor, be disconnected particles of 
water, is a non-conductor, and causes these 
currents to diverge from their course, pro- 
ducing the same kind of conflict or explo- 

ns. The latter theory is ‘ 
DOUBTLESS THE CORRECT ONE. 

If the water in the atmosphere was in one 
united body (a thing impossible), electrical 
currents would probably pass.through it har- 
moniously, and no lightn could ever oc- 
cur. These explanations occur to me to be 
all that is necessary to’show why these elec- 
trical phenomena occur with rain-storms and 
their effect upon those storms; and | think 
nothing further need be added to the expia- 
ney I have given to the effect of battles 


res. 
— Lhe rem question to be answered is, 
Can artificial means be constructed to pro- 
duce the same effects and results that will be 
practicable to enable man to produce rain 
when need .Treliev the country of 
drouths and immense losses and suffering 
caused by the absence of rain ? 

This a— ean be more satisfactorily 
answered Dy a more practical mind than 
mine, and one possessing a thorough knowl- 
edge of mechanics and chemistry. It the 
theories I have advanced are correct, it 
would seem possible to acquire this most 
desirabie addition to the powers of man; and 
I believe it will be done. 

In the direction of advis the practical 
eo8 meee of these theories, I will venture 
only a few suggestions. As war is a very 
vicious and unprofitable business, gunpow- 
der would be better employed by being ex- 
ploded to produce needed rain: and its value 
in that direction might be tested in various 
ways: by discharging artillery on a range of 
hills or a plain or on vessels near the coast; 
also, by exploding cartridges constructed for 
the purpose in the atmosphere, elevated by 
powder or cheap balloons. Nitro-glycerine 
might be employed, or whatever-would pro- 
duce the most extensive vibrations in the at- 
mosphere, 

AN EXPERIMENT MIGHT BE MADE 
on a small seale by inclosing an amount of 
atmosphere filled with moisture by some 
material that would not change its temper- 
ature, the inclosure having a smooth floor 
that would not absorb moisture, and then 
producing within the inclosure rapid vibra- 
tions of the air. If these vibrations have the 
effect of causing the moisture to condense 
and fall to the floor, whert it can be observed, 
the truth of the theory will be thus estab- 
lished. If by such experiments it be found 
that rain can be produced, it will only be 
necessary to observe the directions of the 
wind to obtain the rain in the direction 
needed. I have no doubt the experiments 
would result in success, and the benefits man 
would ultimately derive from the discovery 
would be immeasurable.

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A DANGEROUS DAM. 


Should It Break Incalculable Ramage 
Would Result. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Provipence, R. L, Aug. 9.—At the Vil- 
lage of Georgiaville, about ten miles from 
this city, there is a large reservoir or pond 
belonging to the Bernon Company. The dam 
of the reservoir was built more than thirty 
years ago. It has leaked more or less for 
many years, but within the last year it has 
leaked so much that people living below it 
became uneasy. Between the dam and Prov- 
idence, along the river, are ten man- 
ufacturing villages. It is estimated that 
if the reservoir went out suddenly there 
would be 80,000,000 of cubic feet on 
the move and a wave ten feet 
high would strike the Providence Cit y-Hall, 
and the loss of life along the valley and in 
this city would be incalculable. According- 
ly the Commissioner of Dams ordered the 
Bernon Company to draw off the reservoir, 
find the cause of the leakage, and stop it. 
The company claim it would cost them $10,- 
000 to do this, and refuses. They were cited 
before the Supreme Court to show cause for 
their refusal. The case was heard today. 
Expert testimony on both sides was put in, 
and the majority of the engineers con- 
sidered the dam unsafe under any 
circumstances, and all of them thought that 
the dam was hardly safe in case of a heavy 


freshet. The company hold that the water 
comes from springs in the embankment and 
not from the pond itself, and Chief-J ustice 
Durfee said that as there was no imminent 
danger and no need of haste the case might 
go over for a few weeks, so as to admit of 
some experiments, wae psc iy | as to 
whether the water contained earth. If there 
was no earth, then there was no injury to 
the dam, and some arrangement might be 
made with sponges or souething or 
other to show whether earth comes through 
in the water. Whether the danger was im- 
mediate or remote, it should borne in 
mind ¢hat if this dam should break out at 
any time the damage would be tremendous 
and ought to be taken into consideration, 
and the company should codperate. The 
court then adjourned the hearing until

INSURANCE NOTES. 


The constitution of the Alliance—the pro- 
posed organizauon to embrace all the insurance 
agents and reputable brokers in Chicago—bas 
been published by the committee which incu- 
bated it after nearly two months of bard work. 
The object of the Alliance is smied to be “ the 
promotion of the best interests of all the insur- 
ance companies doing business here, the baving 
fire-maps and surveys made, and the supporting 
of a fire-insuranve patrol. Its members are to 
be of two—ciasses: ()) officers and agents; 
(2) brokers—the latter not Ww attend 
the meetinas or bave any ~* vote. 
In addition to making rates, etc., it can 
punish members for infraction of the rules or 
rates, or for other unworthy conduct by ad- 
mniuoidon, reprimand, fine, suspension, or ex- 

ulsion. Constituent members are to pay an 
initiation tee of $5 for each company they repre- 
sent. The members bind themselves not to pay 
a commission or brukerage, directly or indirect- 
ly, exceeding m pee cent, except it be on prop- 
erty soutb of Harrison street anc north and 
west of the river, in which district they may pay 
15 per.cent. Also that they will neither aliow 
nor pay, either directiy or indirectly, any com- 
mission brokerage, rebate, drawback, or @onsid- 
eration of any kind to the assured or to his 
employer, and that they will do no busi- 
ness with any person who does tbis or the 
firet-mentioned thing. Furthermore, that the 
will not cut rates, under penalty of fogseiting the 
amount of the premium, provided it does not ex- 
ceed #50. No business can be done with any ex- 
cept members. No broker unless exclusively 
engaged in insurance business is eligible. These 
are the features of the organization.and whether 
the insurance men can come together on such 
a basis is vetto be determined. Copies of the 
constitution and by-laws bave been circulated 
among them, and when they bave bad time to 
study them, a meeting will be called to find out 
whether the plan meets with general approval. 
be adopted; otherwise, not, in 
which latter event the agents and brokers will 
continue to do as they are now doing—cutting 
each other's throats in order to get business.

FRUIT FRAUDS. 


The Peach and Pium Skinners {Who 
Intest South Water Street. 

This being the season for rotten fruit and 
the imposition of unprincipled venders upon 
purchasers, a reporter yesterday took a,stroll 
through South Water street to see how things 
were running. He found, to start on, that 
the Health Department was paying no atten- 
tion to the matter, and the consequence was 
that whatever laws there were govérning the 
sale of unsound fruit were not being en- 
forced. 

In the article of peaches, which are both 
seasonable and popular, it was foung that a 
basket could be bought all the - way 
from 10 cents to $1.50, and that the cheap 
variety had the largest number of 
purchasers, The discrepancy in price was, 
of course, something which neéded to be 
accounted for, and the problem was very 
plain. A dealer explained that whatis known 
as*the “scalpers,”jor “sidewalk merchants,” 
were buying up the peaches coming bere and 
repacking them and selling them at whatever 
price they could. They would buy, he said, 
one box of good peaches and a dozen of in- 
ferior, and by repacking and putting a few 
perfect ones on top in each basket were do- 
ing a big Business and gulling the public. 
The scribe dfepped upon one such dealer, 
who had his wares exposed in front of No. 
lil South Water street, and a more 
worthless lot of fruit was probably never 
offered for sale. What he wanted for 
the rotten stuff was 15 cents a box, but a 
moment afterward the price was reduced to 
10 cents, and there were unsuspecting people 
enough around to make him a good 
business. 

Inquiry in reference to the receipt and 
handling of fruit, made of- the legitimate 
dealers, showed that 

. THE OLD-TIME IMPOSITIONS 


were being practiced with the greatest 
avidity, and that in no other line of business 
were the public being so grossly outraged. 
It appeared that all the peaches were re- 
ceived from the producersin either baskets 
or crates--the baskets holding a peck, and 
the crates three pecks—and that the “ scaip- 
ers’? were buying them up, repacking 
them in six-quart baskets, ressing 
them with a piece of gauze, lining the side- 
walks with them, and selling them at fancy 
prices. Every purchaser, of course, was 
ing swindled both in quantity and quality, 
but since they appeared to enjoy the deal for 
the time being there was not much for the re- 
porter to complain of except the credulity 
of the lovers of the fruit. 

The only discovery made by the reporter 
during his perigrinations calculated to ben- 
efit the public was that it might always be 
considered unsafe to purdbase peaches or 
other fruit in anything elise than original 
packages, which are easily distinguishable. 
As before said, ail fruit except apples is 
received in either crates or baskets, and the 
original packages always have a wouden 
covering of some kind, All other fruit ex- 
posed for sale has been repacked, and when 
found in the hands of the “sidewalk mer- 
chant” may be set down as a swindle anda 
fraud. 
therefore, if purchasers would avoid all 
packages covered with gauze found upon 
the sidewalks—that is, if they are seeking the 
value of their money—for in nine cases out of 
ten they have been “ put up” with a view to 
deceiving the purchaser, and are either un- 
ripe or half erotten. With the wooden-cov- 
ered packages, however, the case.is differ- 
ent. for the reason that they are just as 
received from the producer, and if 
fresh generally reliable. The top

layer may be ““dressed’’ to make the pack-. 


age attractive, but as a rule the topis an in- 
dex to the cofitents of the basket, which is 
nut the case in the gauze-covered parcels. 
ONE OF THE DEALERS 

in the gauze-covered articie narrowly es- 
caped arrest in the afternoon at the cornerof 
Chicago avenue and Wells street. Among 
his patrons was a lady, who afterward dis, 
covered that she had n swindled—had 
paid 25 cents for a basket of rotten peaches 
—and wanted her money back. The 
merchant refused to refund, of 
course, whereupon she complained 
to the police, but when the patrol wagon ar- 
rived he had departed, leaving a little boy to 
represent him. His stoek was contiscated, 
very naturally, and thus the mattet ends. 
But to avoid these troubles the Health De- 
partment should do something in the way of 
confiscat and arresting in advance of the 
rotten stuff getting into the hands of the 
“ scalpers.”” A trip through South Water 
street every morning by some officer with his 
eyes rather than his hands open could not 
fail to be beneficial in suppressing the un- 
wholesome traflic. A few arrests would 
have a beneficial influence.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 


Nothing New in the Plumbing Inves- 
tivation. 

There was nothing new to be ascertained 
yesterday about the Government Building 
concerning the Sloan plumbing investiga- 
tion. The Board of Arbitration, who have 
been engaged for the past five weeks in tak- 
ing testimony, were expected to conclude 
their investigations and pass upon the merits 
of the case today, but yesterday morning two 
of the arbitrators, upon reporting for duty 
at the Custodian’s office, found a note 
from the Chairman of the _ board, 
Mr. J. M. Van Osdel, stating that 
he had been suddenly called on 
business to Lawrence, Kas., and that he 
would not be home until next Monday. In 
the meantime Mr. E. G. Church, of the Su- 
pervising Architect’s office, at whose instance 
the investigation was commenced, will make 
afiying trip to Washington. Mr. Church, 
who is from all accounts an amateur watch- 
dog of the Treasury, refuses to divuige any 
of the particulars of the investigation; but it 
is current talk about the building, even 
among those who sympathize with Sloan, 
that r. Church has the inside track of 
him. It is urged in Sloan’s' behalf 
that he actually needs the money 
claimed to pay for the material 
used in the contract, and that he lost a con- 
siderable sum owing to a sudden risein price 
of material directly after the contract was 
awarded him. Mr. Church puts into the in- 
vestigation an amount of plain and practical 
business ability seldom to be found in Govy- 
ernment officials of any stripe. He asserts 
that he wants to be fair and to do the right 
thing by Sloan as well as by everyone elise 
and in the interest of justice has admitted 
before the board ail the evidence Sloan had 
to offer. He allows the regular market price 
on all material-used, the regular wages for 
labor, and 334¢ per cent for profit. And de- 
spite this liberal allowance, Sloan’s bill is 
said to be far in excess of a just claim.

TAYLORVILLE, Ul, Aug. 9.—The prelim- 
inary examination of John and William 
Montgomery, Lee Pettis, and Emanuel Cle- 
menti, charged with having outraged Miss 
Emma Bond June 29, was resumed this mogn- 
ing in the presence of a large and deeply-in- 
terested crowd. Lawrence Heinlein again 
took the stand. The main fact elicited from 
him was an admission that John Montgomery 
had asked him what he was going to swear 
to, and threatened thatif his testimony did 
not suit him (Montgomery), or he told too 


much, one or the other of them would be 
no more when this thing was settled. 
On cross-examination Heintein stated that he 
and Swick had undertaken the rdéle of de 
tective, and attempted to secure a confes- 
sion from some of the accused, He had an- 
nounced, however, that he could not jouch a 
centof the reward. Swick had represented 
to Montgomery that Clementi had confessed 
to see what Montgomery would say. Moht- 
gomery had never admitted his guilt to 
them. Montgomery told witness a 
and Pettis had been arrested to tell 


confession. 


to give away. 

Henry Crowe, policeman at Blue Mound, 
testified to having arrested Clementi. That 
night John Montgomery éalied on witness 
and wanted to know if Clementi had given 
him away.. Montgomery said if they had 
not arrested him they might have found out 
something. When witness arrested Clementi 
the latter claimed to be innocent, and threat- 
ened to make those who caused his arrest 
suffer. Witness detailed Clementi’s account 
of his whereabouts the day of the outrage, 
his story being that he, Pettis, and John 
Montgomery had eaten supper together at 
Mrs. Pettis’ about 6 o’clock that evening. 

C. H. Crosley, the operator at Blue Mound, 
testified that Clementi arrived at the depot 
the morning after the outrage. The case was 
talked over by those present, and at the sug- 
gestion of witness Clementi sent Bond a dis- 
patch stating that parties answering the de- 
scription of those then suspected had been 
seen there and had gone west that morning. 

MISS BOND’S CONDITION. 

Dr. D. K. Cornell described Miss Bond’s 
condition when he was called to attend her. 
Her breathing was difficult and accompanied 
by a groan at every breath. There 
were scratches on her neck and wrists, 
bruises on her side, and an apparent 
fracture of the tenth rib. itness 
made an examination which showed that a 
terrible outrage bad been committed, but it 
is not necessary to publish the horrible de- 
tails of his investigation. He expressed the 
opinion Miss Bond weuld not recover 
frow her spinal injury. 

John Hawkins testified that he saw 
Clementi at Grove City the morning after the 


\outrage. Clementi said some tramps had 


eaught Bond’s girl at the school-house the 
night before and they wanted to follow them 
up. A party was form and went tv the 
school-house. On e way when 
the outrage was discussed Clementi 
frequently laughed in speaking of the affair. 
The party went to Blue Mound, where they 
sent the dispatch alluded to, and Clementi 
soon afterwards stated that Bond had re- 
ceived it, being in the office at the time, but 
witness doubted it, as he did not believe 
Bond was in Taylorville. 

Another witness corroborated the s 
ments of Hawkins as to the discovery of the 
tracks of three persons who had come from 
the orchard near Mrs. Pettis’ house into 
road leading to the school-house, there be- 
ing a hedge on each side of the road to the 
school-house.: 

Pieasant Venters corroborated Hawkins’ 
statements concerning Clementi’s conduct. 

THE TOE-NAIL PARING. 

W. R. Eltzroth testified to the finding in 
the school-house loft of a paring about one- 
eighth of an inch wide cut from a toenail. 
This was afterwards fitted to John Mont- 
romery’s toe, which had been recently pared, 
and titted close all the way round, though on 
one sidqanother paring seemed to have been 
cut off, so that this piece did not fit close on 
that side. There was a rough rid in the 
paring and a eorresponding one in Mont- 
gomery’s toe-nail. 

Hawkins was recalled this afternoon and 
told how Clementi left the scouting party, 
which took the road the day after the out- 
rage to take a short cut across the fields, but 
did not reach the appointed place of meeting 
for some time after those who went around 
by the road arrived. He was afterward 
tracked through the fields, and the tracks in- 
dicated that he.inet two parties, supposed to 
have been Pettis and Montgomery, in Mrs. 
Pettis’ pasture for the supposed purpose of 
consulting with them. é 

c. F. Knight corroborated the testimony 
- Hawkins concerning the tracking of his 

10rses. 

Thomas MéNeill saw Pettis, Clementi, and 
another man on the road near school 
house, the day of the outrage. After that 
event he discovered that some four to six 
ounces of the chloroform had disappeared 
between June 20 and July 3 without his 
knowledge. No one sold such articles ex- 
ce t themselves and A. McKenzie. The latter 
testified that he had only sold two drachms 
of chloroform between the dates mentioned, 
and that came from another bottle than the 
one from which the chloroform was missed. 

MISS BOND’S SOLITARY LITTLE PUPIL. 

The. next witness was Charles Masters, the 
8year-old boy who was Miss Bond’s single 
sabadae the afternoon of the outrage. He 
could not be persuaded to enter the court- 
room and face the crowd, so the court and 
attorneys were obliged to take his testimony 
in the ante-room. He testified that after re- 
cess he heard a noise in the loft, and that-he 
saw old Montgomery go by the school-house 
at recess with John Montgomery, who was 
walking. This was before Miss Bond re- 
turned from Mrs. Pettis’. The seuttle in the 
loft was open that morning. fhe 
was in the yard at - recess, but 
saw nobody around but the Montgomerys, 
who passed. During recess he went to Pettis 
for water. Miss nd was at the schvol- 
house then and when he retarned. He heard 
the noise after John Montgomery had a 
With this the prosecution unexpectedly 
rested its case.

25 are new); 2 cars No. 2 rye, 3cars low grade 
do. Total (248 cars) 140.000 bu. Inspected out: 
108,427 bu winter wheat, 900 bu spring, 98,657 
bu corn, 31,773 bu oats, 1,970 bu rye. 
_ The leading produce markets were moderately 
active yesterday, and almost wild in tone, though 
the fluctuations in prices were not very large. 
Corn and provisions were higher, and oats ditto, 
but nont of them sustained the advance gained 
early. Wheat was stronger, but eased off. The 
governing fact was the weather. It was cold 
and raw in the morning, which induced a sharp 
demand for grain, especiaily as it was under- 
stood that the receipts of the day would be 
small. But about the time the inspection list 
wus posted showing smail arrivais there were 
selling orders received which broke prices. 
Towards noon the wind was diecovered to be 
cold from the west, and this started up buyers, 
the greatest demand being for corn, which it 
was feared will be nipped by early frosts, but a 
littie scene near 1 o’clock caused a later phase of 
easiness. The feeling was very ir- 
regular throughout, many operators not 
knowing what to make of the 
light receipts,though attributing them chiefly to 
the weather, and believing that they wil in- 
crease if the skies clear off for a few days. 
There were reports to the effect that both wheat 
and oats will come in freely as soon as they can 
be moved by country holders. Mess pork closed 
25c higher, at $21.42 bid seller September, and 
$21.50G@21.524 for October. Lard closed 5c higher, 
at $12,42% bid for August and $12.45@12. 47% 
seller September. Short ribs closed 12%c 
higher, at $12.90@12.92% seller September. 
Spring wheat closed ec lower, at $1.0244@L.0: 2% 
seller the month. Red winter wheat closed ‘ac 
higher, at $1.02%*bid for car-lots. Regular 
wheat closed steady, at $1.0)@1. Ol seller 
August, and 9944@99%ec bid seller Septeinber. 
Corn closed ic higher, at T84c bid for car- 
lots and 78%@i8%c for September. Oats closed 
4c higher for August, and \%@%c higher for 
later futures, at 444%@44%c seller the month, 
831@37i ee for September, and 35! 46 @355¢c for the 
year. Rye closed \%c higher, at 704%@Tic for 
‘September, and TAG Te for October. Barley 
closed 244c lower for No, 2, at 90'4c for Sept em- 
ber delivery, and 70c for October delivery No. 3. 
Hogs were active and 5@l0c higher, at $7.60@ 
8.40 for light, and at $7.60@8.90 for heavy. Cattle 
averaged 10@1éc higher, with sales at $3.00@7.50. 

A siowly increasing demand for dry goods is 
reported, and within the next fortnight the fall 
trade will be fairly under way. Prices show con- 
tinued firmness, There was a fair movement in 
boots and shoes and milinery goods, and more 
inquiry thun recently for clothing and hats and 
caps. In the grocery market the situation was 
unchanged. There was a generous movement 
inthe leading staples, and side goods were re- 
ceiving their full share of attention. Prices 
nrerages steady. Prices of dried fruits ranged 
fas ore. They were quoted easy, except for 
apples. In the bagging, leather, oil, coal, and 

pig-iron markets no important changes were 
noted. 

In broom-corn a fair trade is reported at the 
prices ruling for the past month. Green fruits 
were in good supply and steady outside of 
blackberries, which were higher early on ac- 
eountof the detention of the steamer. In the 

afternoon prices dropped. Drugs and chemicals 
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are moving slowly, ‘fares sieteing a decline of 
le and gum vpium an advance of Yc per ib. 
Eggs were steady at 18@19¢ per doz. Hides, 
grease, and tatiow stow no change from Tues- 
day’s condition. Potatoes were slow and steady, 
selling at $1.25@1.40 per bri. Wool is quiet and 
unchanged, Hay was inactive at Tuesday's 
prices. In seeds timothy was firmer, $2.25 being 
bid for August delivery and $2.10 for September. 
Fiaxseed was steady, selling at $1.26, and offered 
later at $1.25. Whisky was quoted lc bigher, on 
a basis of $1.17 for finished goods. 

Lake freights were duil and lower rates ac- 
cepted on both corn and wheat, The wheat 
chartered was all on a through rate, for foreign 
shipment. Corn to Buffalo paid,2c. The en- 
gagements announced up to the close of "Change 


aggregated 130,000 bu wheat and 131,000 bu corn. * 


Rail freigbts were reported steady on the basis 
of 25c per 100 Ibs on grain and 30c on provisions 
frum Chicago to New York. Through to Liver- 
pool was in light demand and easier at about 4c, 

The receipts of wheat at Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Toledo, and Detroit, reported yester- 
day, aggregated 348,000 bu. The shipments from 
the same points were reported at 320,000 bu. The 
shipments reported from New York, Philadel- 
phia, and Baltimore were 21, bu.

Some of the corn shorts were hogrifted yester- 
day, on going down-stairs “tosee aman,” on 
finding that the aforesaid man had started a fire 
in his stove. Those who are in the trade will 
understand how suggestive such a fact would 
be. 

It was remarked yest erday that oats on track 
are worth fully 3c per bu more here thanin St. 
Louis, after allowing for the difference in trans- 
portation charges to the East. Thisis all right 
for seliers, but for buyers it is another matter. 
It was suggested that the latter might call a, 
committee to protect them by legislating a 
maximum price for oats bere, as Napoleon did 
for bread in Paris. Inasmuch as there has 
never yet been a committee called to help mem- 
bers of the Board of Trade who had agreed to 
pay more tor property than they afterwards 
found it to be worth, the suggestion may be of 
some vaiue. At least the appointment of such 
a committee would be a pieasant application of 
the proverb, “ Whatis sauce for the yoose is 
sauge for the gander.” 

It was remarked yesterday that a certain wit- 
ness in the July wheat case is evidently indis- 
posed to tell all that he knows. There is some 
point in this. But perhaps the gentieman has 
learned wisdom irom the experience of others. 
Did not the April wheat committee punish the 
longs for their candor? 

A sample of badly sprouting wheat from Mich- 
igan was exhibited on ‘Change yesterday. A 
visitor from that State said that one-quarter of 
the wheat is affected that way, and much of it is 
fit only for bow-feed. 

Notice was received here yesterday of the con- 
sigoment to this city ot a lot of corn from Cen- 
tral Illinois which bas a little history. It was 
recently sold in Cincinnati, to‘ arrive, but the 
Cincinnati folksjdid not want it, and the corn is 
now to be sent here. Are they getting all they 
waut from the South? 

The price of common brick is ruling firmer, 
contracts now being made at $8,50@9.00, mostly 
at the latter figure. The recent wet weather 
bas seriously interfered with the manufacture 
of this building material, as every rainy day re- 
aguces the output from 1,000,000 to 2,000,000.

A “family” 
of bell-ringers. who do the small towns dur- 
ing the winter season, are camping near 
here, and they eee oe melody for the 
trippers of the light fdutastic after favoring 
the guests with a concert in the early part of 
the evening. The hop last Saturday even- 
ing was a great success, and the crowd in at- 
tendance was large. ‘The house is furnished 
with an incredible number of sleeping-rooms, 
and is full quite often during the season, this 
being one of the times. No drinking orcard- 
playing is allowed here, and when the gentie- 
men fee] that their whistles need irrigation 
they go over to the “ other house.” 

A wide gravel walk connects the two 
houses, and the distance which separates 
them is a nice stroll. The Cedar Island 
House is built-upon the side of a bluff, and, 
though not as elegantly fitted up as Union, 
it is an exceedingly comfortable place. A 
pleasant vine-shaded piazza surrounds it, 
and on the lower floor is a large, roomy 
apartment, which is greatly resorted to by 
the gentlemen, On the left is a card-roowm 
and bar, and on the right the dining-room. 
Passing through folding doors at the back, 
one enters a large wing in which 
there are four sleeping-rooms furnished 
with stoves, which are occupied by the duck- 
hunters who come up in the fall and spring. 
Around the large room in the main building 
isa sortof gallery, off of which there are 
four sleeping-rooms and a parlor. Phe rooms 
are named after the four principal Chicago 
hotels, and the names are painted on the 
deors.

Mrs. Sims, a wee estimable lady 
whom the club would not like ‘to part with, 
has had charge of this house since it was 
opened, and her cooking is of the best, as | 
ean testify. Sheis very pleasant, and pays 
every attention to the members and thelr 
guests. This house is known as the 
“stag house.” and here the single 
gentlemen are stowed away and the 
married men come for their 
smoke, drink, and &n occasional game of 
“draw.” Itis particularly lively after the 
hops Saturday evenings, and the midnight 
oil is bugned in a reckless manner while the 
companeotial value of two pairs is being con- 
sidered. : 

Back of this house is the ice-house of the 
club, in which 175 tons of ice are stored every 
summer. In the spring a fine stock of cigars 
and liquors is put in and replenished when 
needed. Back of the ice-house is the county 
road, which makes an excellent drive to Mce- 
Henry. A telephone connection is soon to 
be made with the town, and then telegrams 
will be received without delay. Down in 
front of the house is a large boat-house in 
which the pleasure-boats are stored.

which are free for the use of the members 
and their guests. Each member has the 
privilege of bringing two friends up here 
with him, and membership tickets are sold. 
None of the stockholders will sell out, as 
they think too well of their place and the 
$40,000 invested in it. 

After my arrival last evening I disposed of 
a hearty supper, and, as steel is attracted by 
the magnet, { was attracted by the ladies of 
the other house. Sol made a call and met 
some very pleasant people. In the party was 
Col. Dwen, of Chicago—everybody knows 
him He is a member of the ciub, 
and is always at work on _  soine 
improvements about the place.

Life in the Pennsyivania Coal-Break- 
ers. 


Pittston (Pa,.) Letter to Philadelphia Press. 

It is almost impossible for one who has not 
been an eye-witness to the operations of the 
mines to conceive at what’ tender years the 
child in the anthracite region is put to work, 
or to know, unless he has actually in his 
younger days been piaced in the same con- 


dition as the thousands of boys in the mining, 


districts, to what injurious influences they 
are subjected, and what evil consequences 
ensue. Though it may appear incredible, 
it is nevertheless a fact that children 
of all ages from 6 years upward find work in 
the coal-breakers, and, toil in dirt in an 
atmosphere thick with carbon dust from 
dawn till dark of every day in the week, 
Sundays excepted. Thesedittle fellows earn 
from 30 to 45 cents per day, their labor con- 
sisting in picking the slate rock, etc., out of 
the coal previously crushed to small pieces 
in a breaker and screened through huge re- 
volving screens that separate the various 
sizes of coal. From this occupation, as they 
nudvance in years, they are promoted to mule- 
driving, and afterward, when they 
arrive at man’s_-— estate, to  labor- 
ing and mining, which is the highest pinnacle 
that can be reached by the toiler, whose only 
companions. through life are men made 
rough like himself by their rough surround- 
ings, and whose only education is that which 
he gleans from the noisome breaker and 
gloomy mine. Here is a wrong crying for 
redress. Here is an evil that cannot be rem- 
edied too soon, and here is a chance for some 
Garrison to point out the fetters that eysiave 
a portion of humanity, and for some Lincoln 
to strike from off their limbs those chains of 
servitude and make them free. 

Out of this community in the northern por- 
tion of Luzerne County, which numbers 
about 22,000 people, ujy/ward of 3,000 boys, 
whose agés vary from 6to 15 years, are en- 
gaged about the mines. Having gone to 
work before they should have been sent to 
school in most instances, — grow up in 
utter ignorance, 1s it, is well known that 
when they advance in years and their labor 
correspondingly increases in value they get 
but little chance to become educated, Thus, in 
this enlightened age, when the tendency of 
humanity is upward and onward, and the 
benefits of education penetrating everywhere 
are extended to ali, society is hampered and 
the progressive wheels of civilization are 
clogged by culpable ignorance. The citizen 
is rendered incapable of intelligently dis- 
charging his duty as a citizen, and the fact 
that there is a continuous supply of material 
for the demagog to prey upon is a con- 
stant menace to our free institutions. [ 
have alluded to the pernicious influences 
to which these little boys are subjected. 
There are no schools in the world where 
more evil is learned, or more innocence de- 
stroyed, than in the coal-breakers. It is 
absolutely shocking to watch the vile prac- 
tices indulged in by those chiidren, hear the 
frightful oaths to which they give expres- 
sion, and note their total disregard for re- 
ligion and morality! Hardened by exposure 
to terrible influences, it is’ hardly to be won- 
dered at that the demon of Molly Maguire- 
ism and systematized, cold-blooded murder 
reared its mostrous head from out the sinks 
that surround the mines, and maintained 
its reign of terror for years.

The Sherman House foreclosure case came 
up again yesterday morning before Judge 
Blodgett on a question as to the disposition 
of the’ furniture. It was shown that the 
United States Mortgage Company had ac- 
cepted the $607,000 tendéred them by the 
trustee—the amount found to be due by 
Judges Drummond and Biodgett. The only 
remaining question then was as to the furni- 
ture. The representatives of the Mortgage 
Company were inclined to insist that Pearce 
should take the furniture at the $67,000 
which the company had paid for it. 

Mr. Pearce and the trustee, however, de- 
clined to accede to this demand. ‘The former 
represented that the court had heli the com- 
pany owned the furniture, He had offered 
the trustee 880,000 for the furniture if he 
secured the lease of the hotel, and also to 
loan the trustee $75,000, or to loan $100,000, 
and refurnish the hotel, if he was not com- 
pelled to buy the furniture. The lessee had 
accepted his offer to lend $100,000, so that he 
was not under any obligation to buy the fur- 
niture. He had raised the money at &@ sac- 
rifice, and deposited it to the order of the 
trustee. Arrangements had also been made 
to returnish the hotel in a first-class manner, 
the change to be made all at once, so that the 
place should not be closed at all, and he 
(Pearce) expected to lay out a considerable 
sum in new decorations, ‘ 

The trustee claimed that by the decision 
it was optional with him to buy back the 
furniture at $67,000, and that he could not 
be compelled to do so, 

The Judge refused to make any order in 
the matter, and recomnrended the®parties to 
settle the difficulty among themselves. The 
Sherman House will be the gainer, as, in the 
new dress Mr. Pearce intends to give it, it 
ee made much more attractive and pop- 
ular. ' 


Power of Sale Under Trust-Deed—An 
Interesting Legal Point. 

Judge Tuley yesterday morning rendered 
an opinion in the case of Dowling vs. Dow- 
ling, a bill filed to set aside a sale under 
trust-<leed. The notes and trust-deed were 
given in Mareh, 1871. The trust-deed passed 
through several hands and was finally trans- 
ferred to Andrew Butler, who also received 
the notes, which were assigned in blank, and 
were not filled up until after the present suit 
was begun. The sale was made in July last, 
and the bill was filed a few weeks thereafter. 
The complainants claimed the mortgage had 

reviously been paid, and also charged that 

utier had no power to make the sale. The 
Judge heid the cowplainants had failed to 
prove the indebtedness had been paid before 
the sale. The money alleged to have been 
paid by Dowling on the mortgage indebted- 
ness was used on his orderin payment of a 
judgment against him. Butler was a 
stranger to the mortgage, but was entitled to 
possession as a bona-fide purchaser without 
notice. As to the claim that Butler was 
not authorized to sell, the Supreme 
Court had decided that a power of 
sale would not pass the mere 
assignment of the mortgage The debt was 
the principal thing, and the assignment of 
itecarried the power of sale. The mortgage 
could not be assigned by indorsement either 
by the statute or common law. The assign- 
ment of a note by an indorsement on a sep- 
arate paper did not transfer thedebt. A 
party who sued on a promissory note in 
blank must fill up the blank himself, or he 
could not acquire technical legal title. But- 
ler, though he had the.authority, had failed 
to fillup the blank in the note prior to the 
sale, and therefore did not acquire the legal 
title, and had no power to sell. The 
sale was also made for non-payment 
of taxes, when the mortgage gave no such 
power. For both reasons therefore the sale 
was invalid, and a decree would be granted, 
setti it aside, and allowing complainants 
to redeem. The case would be reterred to 
the Masterto take an accounting of the 
amount due.

A Discovery of Some Assets for the 
Benefit of Dr. Everts’ Creditors. 

In the bankruptcy case of Dr. W. W. Everts, 
the Assignee, RK. E. Jenkins, filed a petition 
yesterday stating that since his discharge he 
has ascertained that the doctor, when he 
went inta@bankruptcy, had some title or 
claim to, Lots 27, 28, 38, and 41, in Highwood, 
and to the N. '« of Lot 57, in the saine village. 
Owing probably to forgetfulness Dr, Everts 
failed to mention this little fact in his 
schedules, and the Assignee now asks to be 
allowed to sell Dr. Everts’ interest in this 
property at public auction. An order was 
entered by Judge Blodgett directing a sale to 
be made after giving tliree weeks’ notice by 
publication.

The Beef Supply: 
Scientife American. 

Notwithstanding the enormous advance made 
in cattle-raising during the past twenty years 
or 80, the increased supply, even in favorable 
seasons, has not been al all commensurate with 
the increase in the demand for beef. The ratio of 
increase in cattio is less than-that in population, 
so that even with no change in dietetic 
habits the demand for beef would tend steaaily 
to outrun the supply. But our appetite Tor 
beef increases mucu more rapidly than our num- 
bers. The marketman makes hia daily rounds 
with fresh beef in hundreds of communities 
where salt pork was eaten almost exclusively 
twenty-five years agoy and geveraily throughout 
the country beef has largely displaced pork on 
the tabiesof farmers, mechanics, and well-to- 
do people. This partly because of We universal 
improvement in the scale of popular living due 
to general prosperity, but more, perhaps, to 
the infhuence of an active school of would-be 
health reformers who have. persistently decried 
pork as an article of food and createda wide- 
spread and unreasunable perjudice against tt. 
Leaving out of considerauon any possible in- 
crease in the demand for beef for exporation, 
we may reasonably anticipate that the home 
demand tor beef will continue to increase as 
fast, if not faster, than the population docs; 
and there can be no marked decline from the 
present excessive prices until the supply of 
beetf-cattleis brought up to the level! of the popt- 
lar requirements. It is not the prime cost of 
beef-cattie in the fleid, or their necessary cost 
at tho shambies after being driven or carried 
half across the continent, that chiefly deter- 
mines the price of the meat to the consumer, 
but the singie fact that the supply is relatively 
sO meagre that cattle-raisers can ask and 
readily wet prices which enable then to make 
2, 30, even 5D per cent prolit per annum on 
the money invested—selling for six cent a pound, 
live weight, cattle which cost two centa pound 
to raise.
